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The names of four Major Generals of Volunteers and 
twenty-five Brigadier Generals of Volunteers have been 
submitted to the President for immediate muster-out of 
the service. Pendiag his approval, the War Department 
refuses to make the names public, but the President is 
expected to take immediate action, as the number of 
general officers in commission is out of proportion to 
the present size of the Army.

Maj. Gen. Wm. R. Shafter has been temporarily as- 
signed by Secretary Alger to the command of the Depart- 
ment of the Kast. Gen. Gillespie, who has recently been 
the commanding officer of this Department, will, upon 
being relieved by Gen. Shafter, resume his regular duties 
as Chief Engineer Officer of the Department, The new or- 
der will, of course, relieve General Shafter from com- 
mand of the 5th Army Corps, which, indeed, has been 
disbanded by his order. In the reorganization of the 
Army into corps there is a strong probability that Gen- 
eral Shafter will be given a new command and that 
General Gillespie will be returned to his duties as com- 
mander of the Department of the Bast. 








Col. Thomas McGregor, of the 9th U. 8. Cavalry, has 
been directed by the War Department to explain his con- 
duct in Baltimore recently, where, it is said, he subject- 
ed the railroad company transferring his regiment from 
Montauk to Arizona, to unnecessary embarrassment in 
the movement of ite trains. The company this week 
filed charges against the Colonel, together with published 
statements of the affair, all of which have been referred 
to him for explanation and report. The incident in ques- 
tion occurred at Camden Station, in BRalfimore, where 
the train which carried a part of the Colonel’s regiment 
stopped to allow the men luncheon. According to pub- 
lished accounts Col. McGregor refused to permit the 
agents of the road to switch the train from a through 
track to a side track, which was necessary in order to 
prevent interference with traffic. A guard was placed 
around the engine and for more than an hour the train 
remained where it stopped, interrupting the traffic for 
an hour and fifteen minutes, The incident does not seem 
to call for all the trouble made over it. 





The Secretary of War has decided to quarter the 
troops during the winter in cpen camps, in a elimate 
where, during the winter, they can drill and have free 
open air exercise. This disposes of the city barrack 
scheme. ‘To put the troops in buildings in the large 
cities in the North would deprive them of the necessary 
drill, ‘discipline and target practice essential for fitting 
soldiers for active service in the field. Moreover, the 
discipline of troops can be maintained very much bet- 
ter and more effectually near small towns than near large 
cities. ‘The troops, therefore, will be quartered in the 
Middle Southern States, where they can live in tents. 
General Miles and General Ludington are not agreed as 
to the type of tent which should be bought for their 
use, and as a result of the controversy an order for 
nearly ten thousand has been suspended. Bids for tent- 
age were opened by the Depot Quartermasters of New 
York and Philadelphia, and these officers made the rec- 
ommendations that certain proposals be accepted. Gen- 
eral Miles suggests that the Army be provided with con- 
ical tents, such as have been furnished heretofore, while 
the Quartermaster General favors a proposition fer a 
eombination of three tents, the middle one to be used 
as a lounging place and to contain a stove, and the ad- 
jacent ones to be used for sleeping purposes for four 
men each, A settlement of the question will soon be 
reached. The camp sites recommended by the Schwan 
Board are: Augusta, Ga.; Columbia, 8. C.; Greenville, 
S. C.; Spartanburg, 8S. C.; Atlanta, Ga.; Athens, Ga.; 
Macon, Ga.; Columbus, Ga.; Americus, Ga., and Albany, 
Ga. 





The meddling of newspapers must have gone very far 
to call from Adjt. Gen. Corbin a denial of statements 
that he had asserted that Admiral Sampson was indirect- 
ly responsible for faults said to have been made in the 
Santiago campaign, and that he, General Corbin, had 
submitted a report to this effect for the information of 
the Investigating Commission. . General Corbin has sub- 
mitted, as in duty bound, all the correspondence in his 
office relating to the war. He takes the position of every 
sensible man that there is no search for a scapegoat, and 
that a great campaign has been marred by sensational 
charges which have little foundation, are ill-timed and 
unjustified. 


Action is expected to be taken by the War Depart- 
ment shortly in the case of Capt. Carter, C. B., court 
martialed at Savannah last winter upon charges of ir- 
regularity in the administration of river and harbor work 
in that district. The findings of the court and its rec- 
ommendations have been previously stated in the “Jour- 
nal.” Strong influences have been brought upon the 
President by friends of Capt. Carter to reduce the sen- 
tence, and it is understood that Secretary Alger believes 
that leniency should be shown. Not an inkling has been 
given as to the extent of the punishment the President 
will impose. : 
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A déeision of the Auditor for the War Department 
that the pay of State troops during the interim between 
their call into service by Governors and their muster 
into the Volunteer Army be the same as the 
rate of United States troops, has been overruled by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury in a long decision rendered 
this week. It is held that the rate of pay provided by 
the laws of the various States for their militia must be 
held to be “reasonable,” and the States will therefore 
be reimbursed for the amount actually paid the soldiers 
during the period named. The Auditor says: “For all 
payments made by the Governor to such militiamen as 
pay for service rendered by them prior to the time they 
had their names énrolled for service in the Volunteer 
Army and joined for duty therein no charges or deduc- 
tions should be made by the Pay Department of the 
United States against their pay. For all payments made 
by the Governor to such militiamen for service rendered 
by them between the day on which they had their names 
enrolled for service in the Volunteer Army and joined 
for duty therein, which is the day their pay and al- 
lowances shall be deemed to commence by the United 
States, under the act of July 7, and the day they were 
afterward accepted by the United States, deductions 
should be made by the Pay Department of the United 
States from the pay that would be due the soldier, except 
for such payments by the Governor, in order to prevent 
a double payment to the soldier, which the law does 
not contemplate. If the Governor made payments to 
men who had their names enrolled for service in the 
Volunteer Army and joined for duty therein, and who 
were afterward accepted into the Volunteer Army, but 
who did not enter the service as part of a militia organ- 
ization, the amount for which the Governor should be 
reimbursed in such case should not exceed in amount the 
pay allowed to a soldier by the laws of the United States, 
and in such case euch reimbursement should only be 
for payments for service from the time the soldier was 
so enrolled and joined for duty to the time when he was 
afterward accepted into the service of the United States. 
The Governor in no instance is entitled, under said act 
of July 8, 1898, to be reimbursed for any payments made 
by him to Volunteers for service by them after their 
acceptance into the service of the United States.”

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The severe storms along the Southern coast during 
the last week have caused a change in the plan for em- 
barking the 4th U. 8. Volunteers at Fernandina, and or- 
ders have been issued to embark the regiment at Savan- 
nah on board the Roumania as soon as that vessel 
reaches port. She will then sail at once. This regiment 
was recruited mainly in Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, and the District of Columbia. 


Orders have been issued by the War Department for 
the 9th Company, U. 8. Volunteer Signal Corps, Lieu- 
tenant J. D. Wood, commanding, to proceed from the 
District of Columbia to New York City for discharge. 
The company was organized in New York, but has been 
stationed in Washington for some time. The men will 
be given sixty days’ furlough. Orders have also been 
issued for the 7th U. S. Volunteer Signal Corps, under 
temporary command of Captain J. W. McConnell, now 
at Washington Barracks, to proceed to Chicago for fur- 
lough and muster-out. 








The Board of Officers which has been appointed to se- 
lect sites for camps in Cuba will begin their work imme- 
diately. Part of the Board left Washington for Cuba 
Oct. 5 and the rest will go on the 9th. Colonel Williams, 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, has been designated 
as Chief Quartermaster for Cuba, and will leave for 
his new station within a few days. In selecting camping 
sites, the problems of health and transportation will be 
considered as well as the military requirements. 








In our present imperialistic mood it is not surprising 
that a great stir was caused by the report that the 
Canadian Commission had suggested the cession by the 
United States of the territory from Jakitat Bay to Dix- 
on’s Entrance, including the cities of Skaguay and Dyea, 
thus extending the Canadian boundary line to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, this cession being given in return for the 
surrender of all British rights to the seal fisheries in the 
Behring Sea. If such a demand was actually made it 
was a very injudicious move on the part of the Cana- 
dians, for the negotiations were supported by a most en- 
couraging spirit of acquiescence on the part of our. peo- 
ple, which is changed at once to an attitude of great dis- 
trust. 

The terrible destruction of life in the battle of Omdur- 
man, where the loss of the Dervishes, if their whole 
force amounted to no more than 35,000 men, was about 
30 per cent. in killed and 45 per cent. in wounded, has 
naturally enough led military students to consider the 
possibility of such a disaster happening to an army of 
Europeans. It is not likely that the conditions neces- 
sary for such destruction will ever occur to an attacking 
army of trained troops with trained commanders. As 
the result of crushing attacks upon the flanks, a large 
body of men might be driven together in disorder and 
subjected to great loss, but that was not the case at 
Omdurman. There was seen a contrast which for Bu- 
ropeans ended practically with the Napoleonic wars, one 
side fighting in column the other in line, for the forma- 
tion of the Dervishes was in deep masses, upon which 
every refinement of modern arms told with maximum 
effect. Nor would the ignorant dash of the Dervishes 
ever be ordered or permitted by a sane Huropean com-

mander. Col. Rhodes, who has returned wounded fron, 
the battle, says of the Dervishes: “They came down op 
us with their banners flying, absolutely despising death. 
They advanced like a sea, and got as near as 300 yards 
only to be mowed down by our fire.” We had Gatling, 
in Cuba and they were very effective, but our enemy dig 
not throw himself away on them, nor would any othe, 
European army do so. Still, the terrors of the possibje 
are felt keenly in Europe, and, much as the nation, 
there talk war, none of them is bold to make it. We 
cannot agree with the “London Saturday Review” tha, 
there may be no fighting and “war will, in fact, be , 
game of chess.* An elaborate series of maneuvers yj} 
lead up to a possibly bloodless victory. The most skiify| 
strategist will win the day by sheer military science.” 
War will require fighting to the end, and our experience 
in Cuba shows that even under circumstances that 
were in some respects unusually difficult, intrench- 
ments may be taken without appalling loss against 
steady and rapid fire from modern arms. Respecting the 
heavy proportion of killed at Omdurman, it is note. 
worthy that the Dervishes in charging to within 30 
yards of the British guns, brought themselves within 
those close ranges at which the high velocity bullets 
have speed enough to produce the disintegrating ang 
“explosive” effects which are known to result from the 
passage of missiles at sufficiently high velocity evey 
through soft flesh. 





In a recent speech at a gathering of prominent busi- 
ness men of Cincinnati, O., Senator Foraker spoke of the 
great glory of the Navy and of the surprising achieve- 
ments of the Army. He was warmly applauded when he 
said we were hereafter to have a larger Army and an ip- 
creased Navy. He made the assertion that if the Reg. 
ular Army had been kept up to the strength of 100,000 
from the close of the Civil War until now the cost would 
have been fully repaid by the effective work it could 
have done in this war.

An edition of the laws relating to the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps has just been completed and issued from the 
Navy Department. The table of contents brings the 
book down to and including the laws passed by the last 
Congress. The compiler is Mr. William H. C. Michaei, 
the present Chief Clerk of the Department of State. Mr. 
Michael belongs to the numerous body of men who 
served their country in the naval service during the War 
of the Rebellion. He entered the service as a mate June 
11, 1863, was promoted to Acting Ensign July 16, 1864, 
and honorably discharged June 13, 1866. 


In an organization as old as the British Navy many 
curious things can be found to exist, but it is believed 
that the “Inspector of Singing” is one of the most curi- 
ous institutions in operation in that service. The boys on 
all training ships are instructed in singing by competent 
instructors, whose pay is about fifty dollars a year. In 
each training ship there is a tonic-sol-fa class, and all of 
the lads who attend this school are taught to sing the 
patriotic airs whose tuneful notes are heard wherever 
the British sailor is met, and that is all over the world. 
The beneficial effect of this ability to sing the famous 
songs whose words have made the Hnglish language fa- 
mous cannot be overestimated. 


Contracts were awarded by the Navy Department this 
week for the construction of the three battleships and 
four monitors for which proposals were recently re 
ceived and opened. The battleship Maine will be built 
by the Cramps, the Ohio at Newport News, and the Mis- 
rouri at the Union Iron Works. The monitors will be 
built at Bath, Newport News, Union Works, and the 
yard of Lewis Nixon & Co. Contracts for the building 
of twelve destroyers and sixteen torpedo boats are yet 
to be awarded. It is probable they will be built in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations made by the Board 
of Bureau Chiefs. 








The annual reports of the Naval Bureau Chiefs are 
nearly ready for submission to the Secretary, and will 
be of more than usual interest this year on account of the 
reference they will make to the conduct of affaire dur- 
ing the war. The estimates of all will be largely in ex- 
cess of those submitted during any previous year 0D 
account of the increase to the service by auxiliary ships 
which will be retained and large sume required for mai- 
taining the establishment in first-clase condition. 
Constructor Hichborn alone asks for $3,000,000, for 
keeping ships in repair, while almost an equal amount 
will be required by the Bureau of Steam Engineering for 
work on machinery. The Ordnance Bureau will ask 
for large sums to construct guns, purchase powder and 
projectiles, and additional torpedoes. In fact all the bv- 
reaué will ask for most liberal appropriations. 








Naval Constructor W. L. Capps has been ordered t° 
return home from Manila, where he was sent to exalt 
ine. and report upon the condition of the Spanish ships 
sunk by Dewey’s fleet. No report has been received from 
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him, but it is’ surmised that he found all the vessels too 


badly injured to be worth raising. On reaching Wash- 
ington Mr. Capps will be assigned to duty in the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, 


From the Government P-inting Office comes a volume 
of “Decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury, Vol. 
IV. It contains decisions by Robert J. Tracewell, Comp- 
troller, and Edw. A. Bowers and Leander P. Mitchell, 
Assistant Comptrollers, many of which have been noticed 
here as they have appeared.

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In establishing the ypostoflice in Porto Rico and Cuba, 
it is proposed to put Americans in the chief positions and 
natives in the subordinate places. The latter will com- 
prise about two-thirds of the appointments. The eager- 
ness to see these new acquisitions is so great that 5,000 
applications have been received for places in Porto Rico 
alone, though the whole number open is not above 10V. 
Additional applications come in at the rate of 100 to 500 

day. 
“No more employment will be given to any one under 
any circumstances in the Porto Rican, Cuban and Phil- 
ippine mail service until after the report of the special 
committee of experts now in Porto Rico.” 
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A special dispatch to the New York Evening “Post” 
says: “During their stay in Cuba some of the officers 
of the Marine Corps were publicly rebuked for their con- 
duct and administration. One of them was reprimanded 
in severe terms by Commander McCalla before the en- 
tire command. He told the offending officer that the least 
experienced of the enlisted men before him was more 
capable of exercising command. The Marine officer 
promised to report the incident to Washington, in which 
event, Commander McCalla said, the papers must pass 
through his hands, and he would see that his side of 
the case was sufficiently set forth. Another of the offi- 
cers became so excited and was unnerved so frequently 
that he was dubbed the ‘ Alarmist.’ ”’

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“There is no exaggerating the indignation of the pub- 
lic with regard to stories which are freely circulated. The 
medical arrangements were not bad, they were simply 
disgraceful. It was not that the medical officers failed 
in any way; they seem to have done everything in their 
power to meet the needs of the forces, but there were not 
half enough of them, and the transport organization was 
so defective that the sick had to be disposed of anyhow.” 
This does not refer to the campaign in Cuba, dear reader, 
but to the British maneuvers, though it does read as if 
made up from clippings from Yankee newspapers. We 
are told that not far short of 1,000 cases, mild and se- 
vere, chiefly foot-soreness and exhaustion, were sent into 
Aldershot hospitals from the northern force at the recent 
maneuvers, while the southern force contributed a simi- 
lar number to the Portsmouth hospital. 











A correspondent says: “A true story, similar to the 
one at the foot of the third column in the edition of the 
‘Army and Navy Journal,’ = 24, 1898, page 92: Sev- 
eral Army ladies, wives of officers, heard this and will 
vouch for it: Two young ladies had just stepped from 
the 9 o’clock a. m. express at the Montauk station, and 
each carried dainty little baskets tied up with red, white 
and blue ribbons. They immediately began looking for 
some poor, fever-worn, suffering soldier, of whom there 
were plenty just starting on sick furlough, when one of 
the young ladies spied one whom she thought deserved 
sympathy. She rushed up to him, exclaiming to her 
companion: ‘Oh, here’s one of our heroes!’ The soldier 
drew himself up, and in a dignified tone replied: ‘Beg 
pardon, miss; I’m neither a Rough Rider nor a Tlst 
man. I’m simply a Regular. Good morning!” It is not 
necessary to vuuch for this story. It is precisely what 
was to be expected from the enthusiastic female visitors 
to Montauk, and the reply is precisely such as they 
would naturally receive. 


Minister Lockroy, of the French Naval Marine, hae is- 
sued an order specifying the duty to which officers who 
have been qreduated from the French Naval War Col- 
lege (Ecole Superieure de Marine) can be ordered. The 
oiticers who attend this school are all Lieutenants and 
are admitted after competing for the privilege at a rath- 
er severe examination. The order referred to modifies a 
previous order dated January, 1893. The article modi- 
fied now reads ae follows: “Article 8, Paragraph 1— 
The graduates of the Naval War College are temporar- 
ily placed on a special list with the view of giving them 
the following employments, for which they are chosen: 

B ag officers in command at sea for employ- 
ment in their grade as aides-de-camp. Second. By Cap- 
tains in command of divisions of the fleet for employ- 
ment as —— of divisions, Third. By the chief 
of the naval general staff for all the positions in their

_ Lieut. Gustav Wolff, of the Austrian service, has col- 
lated expressions of opinion from the writings of a large

Literary men and poets are not ex- 
cluded and Leibnitz and Shakespeare, as well as many 
others, contribute, The collection is heterogeneous, but 
the quotations are often apt and suggestive and they fit 
every condition of military experience.

AND GREENE. 

We received a portion of General Merritt’s report of 
his operations in the Philippines by telegraph last week 
and here complete it by the publication of the portions 
omitted. The stars indicate the position of the portions 
of the report published on page 107 of our last number.

I discovered during my visit to General Greene that 
the left or north flank of his brigade camp extended to 
a point on the “Calle Real,” about 3,200 yards from the 
outer line of Spanish defences of the city of Manila. This 
Spanish line began at the powder magazine, or old fort 
San Antonio, within a hundred yards of the beach and 
just south of the Malate suburb of Manila, and stretched 
away to the Spanish left in more or less detached works, 
eastward, through swamps and rice fields, covering al! 
the avenues of approach to the town and encircling the 
city completely. 

The Filipinos, or insurgent forces at war*with Spain, 
had, prior to the arrival of the American land forces, 
been waging a desultory warfare with the Spaniards for 
several months, and were at the time of my arrival in 
considerable force, variously estimated and never accu- 
rately ascertained, but probably not far from 12,000 men. 
These troops, with small arms, with plenty of ammuni- 
tion and several field guns, had obtained positions of in- 
vestment opposite to the Spanish line of detached works 
throughout their entire extent; and the particular read 
called “Calle Real,” passing along the front of General 
Greene’s brigade camp and running through Malate to 
Manila, the insurgents had established an earthwork or 
trench within 800 yards of the powder magazine fort. 
They also occupied as well the road to the right, leading 
from the village of Pasay, and the approach by the beach 
was also in their possession, This anomalous state of 
affairs, namely, having a line of quasi-hostile native 
troops between our forces and the Spanish position was, 
of course, very objectionable, but it was difficult to deal 
with owing to the peculiar condition of our relations 
with the insurgents.

As General Aguinaldo did not visit me on my arrival 
nor offer his services as a subordinate military leader, 
and as my instructions from the President fully con- 
templated the occupation of the islands by the American 
land forces, and stated that “the powers of the military 
occupant are absolute and supreme and immediately 
operate upon the political condition of the inhabitants,” 
1 did not consider it wise to hold any direct communica- 
tion with the insurgent leader until I should be in pos- 
session of the city of Manila, especially as I would not 
until then be in a position to issue a proclamation and 
enforce my authority, in the event that his pretensions 
should clash with my design.

To return to the situation of General Greene's brigade 
as I found it on my arrival, it will be seen that the difii- 
culty in gaining an avenue of approach to the Spanish 
line lay in the fact of my disinciination to ask Genera! 
Aguinaldo to withdraw from the beach and the “Calle 
Real,” so that Greene could move forward, This was 
overcome by instructions to General Greene to arrange, 
if possible, with the insurgent brigade commander in his 
immediate vicinity to move to the ht and allow the 
American forces unobstructed control of the roads in 
their immediate front. No objection was made, and ac- 
cordingly General Greene’s brigade threw forward a 
heavy outpost line on the “Calle Real” and the beach 
and constructed a trench, in which a portion of the guns 
of the Utah batteries was placed. 

The Spanish, observing this activity on our part, made 
a very sharp attack with infantry and artillery on the 
night of July 31. The behavior of our troops during this 
night attack was all that could be desired, and I have, 
in cablegrams to the War Department, taken occasion 
to commend by name those who deserve special mention 
for good conduct in the affair. Our position was ex- 
tended and strengthened after this and resisted success- 
fully repeated night attacks, our forces oumering, how- 
ever, considerable loss in wounded and killed, while the 
losses of the enemy, owing to the darkness, could not be 
ascertained.

pee the assembly of MacArthur’s brigade in support 
of Greene’s, I had about 8,500 men in ition to attack, 
and I deemed the time had come for final action, Dur- 
ing the time of the aight attacks I had communicated 
my desire to Admiral wey that he would allow his 
ships to open fire on the right of the Spanish line of in- 
trenchments, believing that such action would stop the 
night firing and loss of life, but the Admiral had de- 
clined to order it unless we were in danger of losing our 
position by the assaults of the Spanish, for the reason 
that, in his opinion, it would precipitate a general en- 
gagement, for which he was not ready. Now, however 
the brigade of General MacArthur was in position an 
the Monterey had arrived, and, under date of Aug. 6. 
Admiral Dewey agreed to my suggestion that we should 
send a joint letter to the Captain General notifying him 
that he should remove from the city all non-combatants 
within forty-eight hours, and that operations against 
the defences of Manila might begin at any time after the 
expiration of that period. 

is letter was sent Aug. 7, and a reply was received 
the same date, to the effect that the Spanish were with- 
out places of refuge for the increased numbers of wound- 
ed, sick women, and children now lodged within the 
walls. On the 9th a formal joint demand for the sur- 
render of the city was sent in. This demand was 
upon the hopelessness of the struggle on the part of the 
Spaniards, and that every consideration of humanity de- 
manded that the city should not be subjected to bom- 
bardment under such circumstances.

The works of the second line soon gave way to the 
determined advance of Greene's weeps and that officer 
pesned his brigade rapidly through alate and over the 

ridges to occupy Binondo and San Miguel, as contem- 
plated in his instructions. In the meantime the brigade 
of General MacArthur, advancing simultaneously on the 
Pasay road, encountered a very sharp fire, coming from 
the blockhouses, trenches and woods in his front, posi- 
tions which it was very difficult to carry, owing to the 
swampy condition of the ground on both sides of the 
roads and the heavy undergrowth —— the enemy. 
With much qehentzy and excellent judgment on or 
of the brigade commander and the troops eng 
difficulties were overcome with a minimum and 
MacArthur advanced and held the bridges and the town 
of Malate, as was contemplated in his instructions, 

The city of Manila was now in our possession, except- 
ing the walled town, but shortly after the entry of our 
troops into Malate a white flag was displayed on the 
walls, whereupon Lieutenant lonel OC. A. Whittier, 
U. 8. V., of my staff, and Lieutenant Brumby, U. 8, N., 
representing Admiral Dewey, were sent ashore to com- 
municate with the Captain General. I soon personally 
followed these officers into the town, going at once to 
the palace of the Governor General, and there, after a 
conversation with the Spanish authorities, a preliminary 
agreement of the terms of capitulation was signed by the 
Captain General and myself. This agreement was sub- 
coaeeey incorporated into the formal terms of capitu- 
lation, as arranged by the officers representing the two

Prior to the action on the 18th, a communication was 
sent to Aguinaldo’s representative as an indication of 
the conduct that would be expected of them in the event 
that any bands of the insurgents should effect an en- 
trance to the city. After the action orders were pub- 
lished to the troops as a sincere expression of my appre- 
ciation of their conduct. 

The amount of public fupd.\ and the numbers of the 
prisoners of war and smal) arms taken have been re- 
ported in detail by cable. It will be observed that the 
trophies of Manila were nearly $900,000, 13,000 prison- 
ers and 22,000 arms. 

Immediately after the surrender my headquarters were 
established in the ayuntamiento or city office of the Gov- 
ernor General, where steps were at once inaugurated to 
set up the government of military occupancy. A proc- 
lamation was issued and published in all the newspapers 
of the city in English, Spanish and native dialect, and 
one of my two efficient brigade commanders, General 
MacArthur, was apes provost marshal general and 
civil governor of the town; while the other, General 
Greene, was selected for the duties of intendente gen- 
eral de hacienda or director of financial affairs, the col- 
lectors of customs and internal revenue reporting to him, 
Lieutenant Colonel Whittier, U. 8. V., of my staff, an 
efficient business man of long experience, was appointed 
collector of the customs, and a bonded officer, Major 
Whipple, of the Pay Department, was announ as cus- 
todian of the public funds, to whom all Spanish money 
derived from any source was to be transmitted for safe- 
keeping and disbursement under orders. 

On the 16th a cablegram containing the text of the 
President’s proclamation directing a cessation of hostili- 
ties was received by me, and at the same time an order 
to make the fact known to the Spanish authori 
which was done at once. This resulted in a formal pro- 
test from the Governor General in regard to the transfer 
of public funds then taking place, on the ground that 
the proclamation was dated prior to the surrender. To 
this I replied that the status quo in which we were left 
with the cessation of hostilities was that existing at the 
time of the receipt by me of the official notice, and that 
I must insist upon the delivery of the funds. The de- 
livery was made under protest. 

After the issue of my proclamation and blish- 
ment of my office as military governor, I had writ- 
ten communication with General Aguinaldo on several 
occasions. He recognized my authority as military gov- 
ernor of the town of Manila and suburbs, and m a 
fessions of his willingness to withdraw his troops a 
line which I might indicate, but at the same time asking 
certain favors for himself. ‘The matters in this connec- 
tion had not been settled at the date of my departure. 
Doubtless much dissatisfaction is feJt by the rank and 
file of insurgents that they have not been permitted to 
enjoy the occupancy of Manila, and there is some ground 
for trouble with them owing to the fact, but notwith- 
standing many rumors to the contrary. I am of the 
opinion that the leaders will be able to prevent serious 
disturbances, as they are sufficiently intelligent and edu- 
eated to know that to antagonize the United States 
would be to destroy their only chance of future political 


i vement. 

On the 28th inst. I received a cablegram directing me 
to transfer my command to Major Genera! Otis, U. 8. V., 
and to proceed to Paris, France, for conference with 
the Peace Commissioners. I embarked on the steamer - 
China on the 30th in obedience to these instruction

While we were 
still in San Francisco these latter were sent to me to re- 
port to the commanders of the rent 0: izations in 
camp, and were busy — in i ng the newly 
arrived troops. ‘That they did good service in this di- 
rection I have the assurance of all concerned. 

It is possible, in the hurry attending the making up of 
this report, that some matters to which I would call at- 
tention have been neglected. If this proves to be true I 
desire to retain the right to make ample amendment in 
future reports. 

I desire, in conclusion, to express my sincere thanks on 
behalf of my command and myself for the most welcome 
cablegram of congratulation from His Bxcellency the 
President of the United States, which was immediately

REPORT OF BRIGADIER GENERAL ANDERSON. 

The reports of General Merritt’s Division and Brigade 
Commanders have been published this week by the War 
Department. They are Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Ander- 
son, commanding 2d Division, 8th Corps; Brig. Gen. 
Arthur MacArthur, commanding 1st Brigade; Brig. Gen. 
Francis V. Greene, commanding 2d Brigade. 

General Anderson reports that he had an interview 
July 1 with the insurgent chief, Aguinaldo, who did not 
seem pleased at his coming, hoping to take Manila with 


his own army, or with the co-operation of our fleet. Not 
sharing this opinion General Anderson located the Span- 
ish lines by .reconnaissances. Siege operations could 
best be conducted from the east and north, but as an as- 
sault with the co-operation of the Navy could best be 
eonducted from the south, it was decided to follow that 
line. The 1st California Volunteers was accordingly lo- 
cated on the west shore of Manila Bay, three miles 
from Malate, the south suburb of Manila, in a camp 
named Dewey, and to this camp the second expeditionary 
force was transferred from at various dates from July 
17 to Aug. 9, General Anderson giving his personal at- 
tention to the landing of the troops and the forwarding 
of wupetien, By G. O. No. 2, D. P., Aug. 12, was as- 
sign to the command of the division composed of 
Arthur’s and Greene’s brigades, 

Conflicts with the enemy began on the night of July 31, 
as soon as they realized that we had taken the place of 
the Filipinos and began a system of earthworks to the 
front of their old line. 

“It may have been merely coincident, but these at- 
tacks and sorties began at the time the Gaptain General 
of Manila was relieved by his second in command. 

“For more than six weeks the insurgents had kept up 
a bickering infantry fire on the Spanish trenches, firing 
occasionally some old siege pieces captured by Admiral 
Dewey at Cavite, and given to Aguinaldo. hese com- 
bats were never serious, and the Spaniards, so far as I 
know, made no sorties upon them. But there is no 
doubt of the fact that the Spaniards attacked our lines 
with force and vindictiveness, until they were informed 
that the bringing on of a general engagement would lead 
to a bombardment of the city. After this there was for 
several days a tacit suspension of hostilities.” 

Aug. 9 the fleet cleared for action and, in accordance 
with orders from General Merritt, General Anderson is- 
sued a tactical order for a projected attack on the ene- 
my’s lines, the line being extended to the right with the 
consent of General Aguinaldo, Portable bamboo bridges 
were prepared and wire cutters i d to pi s. “The 
night before the attack wire entanglements were found 
and cut. This was a very useful and creditable perform- 
anee.” From the natives and also from a bold recon- 
naissance by Major Bell it was learned that the water 
in the little stream emptying into the bay at the angle 
of the Polvorin was very sbaliow. No very stout resist- 
ance was anticipated to an advance of the left of our 
line if the naval guns silenced the guns of the Polvorin 
and Malate batteries. 

“The outlook for Generali MacArthur’s brigade was 
discouraging. Its advance was hampered and inter- 
sected in all directions by swamps and paddy fields; the 
bush was thick, and the enemy’s line particularly strong 
at this point. It was a crenelated line of earthworks, 
faced with sand bags. Pieces of field artiile were 
known to be on the line west of blockhouse No, 14. The 
problem was made difficult—first, from the fact that we 
could not be sure whether our first attack was to be 
tentative or serious, this depending on action of the 
Navy; second, from our orders not to displace the in- 
surgents without their consent from their position to the 
right of their gun on the Pasay road. This to the very 
last the insurgent leaders positively refused to give. 
Yet, if we could not go far enough to the right to si- 
lence their field guns and carry that part of their line, 
they would have a fatal cross-fire on troops attacking 
blockhouse No. 14. I, therefore, directed General Mac- 
Arthur to put the three 2.10-inch guns of Battery B, 
Utah Volunteer Artillery, in the emplacement of the in- 
surgent n and to place the Astor Battery behind a 
hi arden wall to the right of the Pasay road, to be 
held there subject to orders. 

“I assumed that when the action became hot at this 
point, as I knew it would be, that the insurgents would 
bee gr mye 9 fall back from their advanced position, and 
that the Astor Battery and its supports could take posi- 
tion without opposition. 

“The fleet opened fire at 9:30 a. m., Saturday, Aug. 13. 
The first shots fell short; but the range was soon found, 
and then the fire became evidently effective. I at once 
telerraphed General MacArthur to open on blockhouse 
No. 14 and begin‘his attack. At the same time seven of 
the guns of the Utah batteries a fire on the enemy’s 
works in front of the 2d Brigade, and two guns on the 
right of this brigade opened an oblique fire toward block- 
house No. 14. 

“Riding down to the beach, I saw two of our lighter 
draft vessels approach and open on the Polvorin with 
rapid-fire guns, and observed at the same time some 
mén of the 2d Brigade start up the beach. I ordered 
the 1st California, which was the leading regiment of 
the reserve to go forward and report to General Greene. 
Going to the reserve telegraph, I received a message from 
MacArthur that his fire on the blockhouse was effective, 
but that he was enfiladed from the right. I knew from 
this that he wished to push the insurgents aside and put 
in the Astor Battery. I then authorized him to attack, 
which he did, and, soon after, the 23d Infantry and the 
13th Minnesota carried the advance line of the enemy in 
the most gement manner, the one gun of the Utah t- 
tery and the Astor Battery lending most effective assist- 
ance. 

“In the meantime, the Colorado regiment had charged 
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and carried the right of the enemy’s line, and the 18th 
Infantry and the 3d Heavy (Regular) Artillery, 
a as infantry, had advanced and passed over the 
enemy’s werks in their front without tion. The 
reserve was ordered forward to follow the 2d ao 
and a battery of Hotchkiss guns was directed to follow 
the 18th Infantry. Going to b pleee sity station on the 
left of our line on the I yey soar Sg start- 
ing forward in the rear of the Ist ornia, and I 
instrument was established in 
the first house in Maiate. The first ticking of the sounder 
informed me that General MacArthur was heavily en- 
gaged at a second line of defence near Sagalone. 

“It was evident that the best way to assist him was to 
press our success on the left. I, therefore, directed Gen- 
eral Greene to connect, if possible, with General Mac- 
Arthur by sending a gr to the right. But the ene- 
my seemed determined for a time to give us a street 
fight, and the Colorado and California regiments were 
the only ones available. At this juncture the 18th lu- 
fantry and the Hotchkiss Battery aed to be stopped 
by a broken pier of a bridge, but the engineer company 
brought forward a portable ge, and in a few minutes 
these organizations agoeone forward through the Malata- 
Ermita redoubts. m the men from Nebraska and 
Wyoming came on shouting, for the white flag could now 
be seen on the sea front, yet the firing did not cease, 
and the § 
notified of the surrender. In the meantime, the reserve 
had been ordered forward, except one regiment, which 
was ordered to remain in the 2d Brigade trenches. The 
seven U guns were also ordered to the front, one 
infantry battalion being directed to assist the men of the 
batteries in hauling the guns by hand. 

“The field telegraph wires, extending in a wide circuit 
to the extreme right, for a time gave discouraging re- 
ports. The front was contracted, the enemy intrenched, 
and the timber thick on both sides of the road. Onl 
two regiments could be put on the firing line. The 14t 
ne ge was brought forward, but could not fire a 
shot. nder these circumstances, I telegraphed Mac- 
Arthur to countermarch and come to Malate by way of 
Greene’s intrenchments and the beach. This was at 
1:25 p. m., but soon after I learned that MacArthur was 
too far committed to retire. The guns of the Astor Bat- 
tery had been dragged to the front only after the utmost 
exertions, and were about being put into battery. t 
the same time I received a telegram stating that the in- 
surgents were threatening to cross the bamboo bridge on 
our right; and to prevent this and guard our ammunition 
at Pasay, I ord an Idaho battalion to that point. It 
was evidently injudicious under these circumstances to 
withdraw the ist Brigade, so the order was counter- 
— and a dispatch sent announcing our success on 
the left. 

“In answer, the report came that Singalong had been 
carried and that the brigade was advancing on Paco. At 
this point it was subsequently met by one of my aides 
and marched down to the Cuartel de Malata by the Cal- 
zada de Paca. I had gone in the meantime to the south 
bridge of the walled city, and learning that the 2d Ore- 
gon was within the walls, and that Colonel Whittier was 
in conference with the Spanish commandant, I directed 
General Greene to proceed at once with his brigade to 
the north side of the Pasig, retaining only the Wyoming 
battalion to remain with me to keep up the connection 
between the two brigades. ; 

“A remarkable incident of the day was the experience 
of Captain Stephen O’Connor, of the 23d Infantry. With 
a detachment of fifteen skirmishers he separated from 
his regiment and brigade at blockhouse No. 14 and, strik- 
ing a road, probably in rear of the enemy, marched int» 
the city without opposition until he came to the ‘Calle 
Real’ in Malate. Along this street he had some unim- 

rtant street fighting until he came to the Paseo de la 
Calzada, where, learning that negotiations were going 
on for a surrender, he took post at the bridge of the 
north sally port, and the whole outlying Spanish force 
south of the Pasig passed by this small detachment in 
hurrying in, intramuros. aptain O’Connor deserves 
recognition for the coolness and bravery displayed in this 
remarkable adventure. 

“Our loss in the Ist Brigade was 3 officers wounded, 4 
enlisted men killed and wounded. The loss in the 2d 
Brigade was 1 enlisted man killed and 5 wounded, mak- 
ing a total of 5 killed and 43 wounded. 

‘The antecedent loss in the trenches was 14 killed and 
60 wounded, making a total of 122 casualties in the tak- 
ing of Manila. This is only part of the price we have 
paid and are paying for this success, for men 
are dying daily in our hospitals from disease 
contracted from exposure in the camp and _ the 
trenches. All pevaeee and privations have been 
borne by our soldiers with remarkable patience and cheer- 
fulness. The opposition we met in battle was not suffi- 
cient to test the bravery of our soldiers, but all showed 
bravery and dash. The losses show that the leading 
regiments of the 1st Brigade—13th Minnesota, 23d In- 
fantry and the Astor:-Battery—imet the most serious op- 
position and deserve credit for their success. The Colo- 
rado, California and Oregon regiments, the Regulars, 
and all the batteries of the 2d Brigade showed such zeal 
that it seems a pity that they did not meet foemen 
worthy of their steel. 

“My staff officers were active, zealous and intelligent 
in the performance of their duties, and the men and offi- 
cers of the entire division showed the best qualities of 
American soldiers.” 


REPORT OF BRIGADIER GENERAL MACARTHOR. 


General MacArthur’s report is accompanied by an ex- 
cellent map prepared by Lieutenant Hagadorn, 234 U. 8. 
Infantry, showing the organizations engaged, original 
formation thereof, and the character of the terrain up- 
on which the operations were conducted. General Mac- 
Arthur says of the engagement of Aug. 13: 

“About 9:35 the naval attack commenced, and some 
twenty minutes thereafter the guns of Battery B, Utah 
pray A opened on blockhouse No, 14, the guns of the 
Astor ttery having engaged an opposing battery some 
minutes after the opening of the naval attack. There 
was no reply from the blockhouse or contiguous lines, 
either by guns or small arms. The opposition to the

¢ s contest was the only notable feature of the first 
stage of the action, and was especially creditable to the 
organization cugeans. The position, selected by Lieu- 
tenant March after careful personal reeonnaissance, was, 
perhaps, the only one possible in the vicinity, and it was 
occupied with great skill and held with commendable 
firmness, the battery losing three men wounded, one of 
whom has since died. The Utah gun en the road fired 
fourteen shots at blockhouse No. 14 with good effect, as 
was subsequently ascertained upon inspection of the 
work. Lieutenant Grow and detachment deserve great 
eredit for the commendable manner in which the piece 
was served and pulled through the mud without the as- 
sistance of horses.

armed bodies other than American troops crossing the 
trenches in the direction of Manila. he genera! ad. 
vance was soow resumed, the 13th Minnesota leading 
with Company K as advance guard; then the Astor Bat. 
tery, a battalion of the 23d Infantry, the battalion, 14t), 
Infantry, and the North Dakota regiment, following j, 
the order named. 

“At a point indicated on the map for a three-gun ep. 
placement, just south of Singalong, a blockhouse was 
found burning, causing a continuous explosion of sma|| 
arms ammunition, which, together with a scattering fire 
from the enemy, retarded the advance for a time, jj 
difficulties were soon overcome, however, including the 
passage of the Astor Battery, by the determined efforts 
of Lieutenant March and his men, assisted by the in- 
fantry of the Minnesota regiment, over the gun emplace. 
ment which obstructed the road. 

“In the village of Singalong the advance fell under 
loose fire, the intensity of which increased as the for- 
ward movement was pressed, and very soon the com. 
mand was committed to a fierce combat. This strong 
opposition arose at blockhouse No. 20 of the Spanish de- 
fences, a detached work with emplacements for six guns, 
which, fortunately, were not filled on the 13th inst.; by; 
the work was occupied by a detachment of infantry— 
probably a strong rear guard. 

“The advance party, consisting of men of the Minne. 
sota regiment, reinforced by volunteers from the Astor 
Battery, led by Lieutenant March, and Captain Sawtelle, 
of the brigade staff, as an individual volunteer, reached 
a point within less than 80 yards of the blockhouse, but 
was obliged to retire to the intersecting road in the yil- 
lage, at which point a hasty work was improvised and 
occupied by a firing line of about fifteen men. Aside 
from conspicuous individual! actions in the first rush, the 
well regulated conduct of this firing line was the marked 
feature of the contest, and it is proposed, if possible, to 
ascertain the names of the men engaged, with a view to 
recommend them for special distinction. 

“The main body of the fighting line, consisting of Com-4 

any C, 23d Infantry; Companies C, B, G, H, K and L, 

3th Minnesota, and the Astor Battery, were well 
screened behind the village church and stone walls of 
adjacent gardens. In the early stage of the contest it 
seemed possible that an offensive return might be at- 
tempted; accordingly the position was secured by de. 
tached posts east and west on the intersecting road, and 
the construction of a succession of hasty intrenchments 
in the village street, and the occupancy of a strong de 
fensive position by the main body in the rear. It soon 
became apparent, however, that the enemy was making 
a paroxysmal effort, and would soon yield to steady 
pressure. 

“Lieutenant Colonel French, commanding a battalion 
of the 23d Infantry, composed of Companies D, F, G and 
H, acting on his own initiative, advanced without orders 
to the sound. of the combat, and placed his battalion in 

ition on the intersecting road to the west of the vil- 
age, in precisely the position where, in the event of « 
crisis, he would have been most useful. 

“At about 1.30 p. m. all firing had ceased, and two 
scouting parties, voluntarily led by Captain Sawtelle and 
Lieutenant March, soon thereafter reported the retreat 
of the adversary. The city was entered, without fur- 
ther incident, through the Paco district; detachments be- 
ing placed at the bridges. The contact was made about 
12 o'clock, and the contest continued with t ferocity 
until 1:35—that is to say, about an hour and a half. The 
loss in the combat was 8 officers wounded, 4 enlisted men 
killed and 33 wounded, including 1 man of the North 
Dakota regiment wounded far in the rear of the fighting 
line; making the total casualties for the day 43 kille 
and wounded. 

“The character of the ground absolutely luded the 
possibility of aay regular deployment, and as a conse 
quence most of the troops present were unable to partici- 
pate in the actual conflict; a fact much to be regretted, 
as all were eager to be at the front, and from the well 
known character of the officers and men there can be 20 
doubt that all would have displayed the same excellent 
qualities shown by their comrades in the village. 

“The combat of Singalong can hardly be classified as 4 
great military event, but the involved terrain and tb 
prolonged resistance created a very trying situation, and 
afforded an unusual scope for the display of militar 
qualities by a large number of individuals. 

“The invincible composure of Colonel Ovenshine, dur 
ing an exposure in dangerous space for more than 4! 
hour, was conspicuous and very inspiring to the troops; 
and the efficient manner in which he took advantage o/ 
opportunities as they arose during the varying aspect 
of the fight was of great practical value in determining 
the result. 

“The cool, determined, and sustained efforts of Colonel 
Reeve, of the 13th Minnesota, contributed very mate 
rially to the maintenance of the discipline and mark 
efficiency of his regiment. 

“The brilliant manner in which Lieutenant March a¢ 
cepted and discharged the responsible and dangerov 
duties of the day, and the pertinacity with which, assist 
ed by his officers and men, he carried his guns over ® 
obstacles to the very front of the firing line, was an ¢% 
ceptional display of warlike skill and good judgment, ! 
dicating the existence of many of the best qualification* 
for high command in battle. { 

“The gallant manner in which Captain Sawtelle, Bri 
gade Quartermaster, volunteered to join the advan 
party in the rush; volunteered to command a firing line 
for a time without an officer, and again volunteered 
lead a scout to ascertain the presence or absence of th 
enemy in the blockhouse, was a fine display of person 
intrepidity. " 

“The efficient, fearless and intelligent manner in whic! 
Lieutenant Kernan, 21st U. 8S. Infantry, Acting .Assi8 
ant Adjutant General of the brigade, and 2d Lieutenan4 
Whitworth, 18th U. 8. Infantry, Aide, executed a serie 
of dangerous and difficult orders, was a fine exemplifies 
tion of staff work under fire. ‘ 

“The splendid bravery of Captains Bjornstad and 5¢ 
bach, and Lieutenant Lackore, of the 13th Minnesota 
all wounded, and, finally, the work of the soldiers of t 
first firing line, as previously refe to, all, went 
make up a rapid succession of individual actions of ™ 
usual merit. 

“Many other valuable performances are reported )j

REPORT OF GENERAL FRANCIS V. GREENE. 


Gen. Greene reports that he occupied the insurgent 
trenches July 29, they being vacated at his request. As 
they were badly located and insufficient in size and 
strength another line was constructed about 100 yards 
in advance. When the Spaniards opened fire, shortly 
before midnight of July 31-Aug.1. one battalion of the 
ist California was ordered to move forward to the 
trenches, the second battalion of the same regiment to 
move forward as far as the cross-road to Pasay, about 
1,200 yards in rear of the trenches, the third battalion 


of the same regiment and the three battalions of the Ist 

Colorado Infantry to move forward to a line just out 
of range of the nish infantry fire, and there await 
orders. The 1st Nebraska Infantry and the battalion of 
18th U. S. Infantry were held under arms in camp. The 
3d Artillery and 1st California met with considerable loss 
in advancing through the infantry fire in rear of our 
trenches. Captain Hobbs, of the Artillery, was slight- 
ly wounded, and Captain Richter, of the Ist California, 
mortally wounded. One Sergeant was killed, and eight 
men of these two commands were also wounded before 
reaching the trenches. When they reached there the 
fire of the Spaniards had practically ceased. Meanwhile 
the attack had been sustained by the 10th Pennsylvania 
Infantry, Battery H, of the 3d Artillery, and the four 
guns of the Utah Artillery. For about an hour and a 
half the firing on both sides, with artillery and infantry, 
was very heavy and continuous, our expenditure of am- 
munition being 160 rounds of artillery and about 60,000 
rounds of infantry. That of the Spaniards was nearly 
twice as much, 

Our losses were as follows: 10th Pennsylvania, 6 
killed, 29 wounded; 3d Artillery, 2 killed, 5 wounded; fst 
California, 2 killed, 8 wounded; Battery B, Utah Arrtil- 
lery, 1 wounded. This attack demonstrated the imme- 
diate necessity of extending our intrenchments to the 
right and by working every day a strong line was com- 
pleted by Aug. 12, about 1,200 yards in length, extend- 
ing from the bay to the east side of the Pasay road, 
where the right rested on a rice swamp practically im- 
passable, the right being refused. The works were very 
ay in profile and were strengthened by bags filled 
with black soil saturated with water. The enemy’s fire 
constantly interrupted the construction of these trenches. 
They were occupied in 24-hour reliefs. “The service in 
the trenches was of the most arduous character, the rain 
being almost incessant and the men having no protection 
against it; they were wet during tthe entire twenty-four 
hours, and the mud was so deep that the shoes were 
ruined and a considerable number of men rendered bare- 
footed. Until the notice of bombardment was given on 
Aug. 7, any exposure above or behind the trenches 
promptly brought the enemy’s fire so that the men had to 
sit in the mud under cover and keep awake, prepared to 
peste an attack, during the entire tour of twenty-four 
10urs. 

“After one particularly heavy rain a portion of the 
trench contained two feet of water, in which the men 
had to remain. It could not be drained, as it was lower 
than an adjoining rice swamp, in which the water had 
risen nearly two feet, the rainfall being more than four 
inches in twenty-four hours. These hardships were all 
endured by the men of the different regiments in turn, 
with ae nest possible spirit and without a murmur of 
complaint.” 

There was firing for an hour on the night of Aug. 1-2, 
with one killed and one wounded; for three-quarters of 
an hour Aug. 2, one killed, two wounded; no firing Aug. 
3 and 4; heavy firing, artillery firing from 7 to 8 Pp: a 
and infantry fire from 7 to 10 p, m.; casualties, 3 killed, 
7 wounded. No firing after this until the assault was 
made, Aug. 13, though it was hard to restrain the in- 
surgents, The orders were not to precipitate an engage- 
ment, not to waste ammunition, and after Aug. not 
to return the enemy’s fire until convinced that he was 
making an attack in force. 

Aug. 2, and again Aug. 3, General Merritt was in- 
formed that the trenches could be held against any force 
brought against them. When the Monterey arrived, 
Aug. 4, the casualties numbered nearly and request 
was made that the Monterey be anchored off Fort San 
Antonio de Abad to demolish it if the Spaniards again 
opened fire. General Greene, by uest of General 
Merritt, called on Admiral Dewey, who explained his 
plans in detail, showing why he hed to avoid engag- 
ing his ships, but said that on burning a blue light any 
night the Raleigh and three other ships would open fire. 
General Merritt’s instructions were to continue the pass- 
ive defence and not to signal the Navy unless in danger 
of being driven out of the trenches. 

On the evening of Aug. 6 General MacArthur arrived 
and took command by virtue of seniority, by length of 
service, his commission and that of General Greene be- 
ing of the same date. Aug. 8 General Greene was in- 
structed to prepare a plan of attack and with the one 
adopted by General MacArthur was in perfect accord. 
General Greene says: 

“On Aug. 12 the orders of the division commander 
were received at 5 p. m. and the brigade orders for 
the attack were immediately issued. These orders were 
carried out in every particular. 

“During the twenty-five days that I was at Camp 
Dewey vo reconnaissances were made by officers and 
men of the Volunteer regiments under my command, sup- 
plemented by Company A, of the engineer battalion, af- 
ter it was assigned to me and fairly accurate mage of the 
country in our front had been prepared. Captain Grove 
und Lieutenant Means, of the Ist Colorado, had been 
particularly active in this work and fearless in pene- 
trating beyond our lines and close to those of the enemy. 
As the time for attack approached, these officers made a 
careful examination of the ground between our trenches 
and Fort San Antonio de Abad, and, finally, on Aug. 11, 
Major J. F. Bell, U. S. V. Engineers, tested the creek 
in front of this fort and ascertained not only that it 
was fordable, but the exact width of the ford at the 
beach, and actually swam in the or to a point from 
which he could examine the Spanish line from the rear. 


With the information thus obtained it was possible to 
plan the attack intelligently.

The day opened with 
heavy rain, which continued at intervals until nearly 


noon. 

“The Navy ned fire at 9:30 a. m. and the guns in 
the trenches at 9:35. The firing was deliberate and care- 
‘ful, and nearly every shot took effect in San Antonio de 

bad, which was silenced at the first round and made 
no response. Only twenty-seven shots were fired in 
fifty-five minutes. General Babcock, Adjutant General, 
was present with me in the trenches, and brought in- 
structions from General Merritt to advance with in- 
fantry as soon as the artillery was silenced, and to make 
this a demonstration or a real attack according to the 
amount of resistance encountered. At 10:15 I sent for- 
ward the first battalion of the 1st Colorado along the 
beach and in the field on its right, and. followed this up 
with the second and then the third battalion of the same 
anaent, at distances of about 200 yards. They met a 
light fire from the woods on their right flank, in rear of 
the Spanish trenches and in the direction of Cingalon 
and Paco. They replied to this with volleys and the 
companies nearest the beach forded the creek, advanced 
through the water on the beach, turned the right flank 
of the trenches, and entered Fort San Antonio de Abad 
from the rear, hauling down the Spanish flag and hoist- 
ing the American flag about 11 a. m. The fort was found 
empty, except 2 dead and 1 wounded; four guns were 
in it, two field pieces of 3.6-inch and two mountain guns 
of - rape from whieh the breech-blocks had been re- 
moved. 

“Seeing the fort captured without resistance, I or- 
dered the 18th U. 8S. Infantry to move by the left flank 
over the trenches and slong the road to Manila in col- 
umn of fours, not anticipating any resistance. As they 
showed themselves, however, a sharp fire was met from 
the woods near Cingalon, and the second battalion de- 
ployed to the right of the road in the formation for at- 
tack. Although the enemy could not be accurately lo- 
eated on account of his using smokeless powder, this 
fire was replied to by volleys, which had the effect of 
subduing it. The battalion then moved forward by 
rushes, followed by the first battalion, until it reached 
the Spanish trenches, which had been abandoned, leav- 
ing 3 dead. When the 18th U. 8. Infantry advanced, I 
sent orders to the 8d U. 8. Artillery to advance to the 
front from its position on the right, and their advance 
was made in the formation for attack at the same time 
as the 18th U. 8. Infantry. They were subject to the 
same fire from their right and front near the Cingalon 
woods, to which they replied, subduing it, and then ad- 
vaneins to the Spanish trenches, which they found de- 
serted. 

“Just as the advance of the 18th Infantry and 3d Ar- 
tiller began, the commanding officers of the reserve 
which had been ordered up by the division commander, 
reported to me, and I directed them to follow MA the 
beach, and ordered the artillery to follow on to Manila 
as soon as they could get the assistance of the infantry 
to haul their guns. As the bridge near the fort appeared 
to be broken by artillery fire, I directed the engineer 
company to carry forward some large trestles and floor- 
ing of bamboo which had been prepared the previous 
day, and this was done under fire. 

“Having made these dispositions I rode forward rap- 
idly by the beach and through the creek to the fort. 
A portion of the 1st Colorado was in the Spanish 
trenches replying to a fire from_a second line of defence 
running along the road from Malate to Cingalon; the 
rest of the Colorado regiment and all of the California 
were in the houses a few hundred yards in our front re- 
lying to this same fire from the flank. The engagement 
coe lasted about fifteen minutes before the enemy’s fire 
was subdued, and resulted in the loss of 1 killed and 1 
wounded in the Colorado regiment. 

“The 1st Nebraska and 18th U. S. Infantry having 
now come up, I directed them to move forward, the for- 
mer along the beach and the latter along the ‘Calle Real.’ 
The Colorado regiment was directed to protect the right 
flank from any possible attack from Cingalon and Paco. 
The California regiment was already in advance on 
‘Calle Real.’ In this way the brigade moved through 
Malate from street to street, meeting a straggling fire 
from the direction of Paco, but no serious resistance. 
The U. 8S. 8. Callao, commanded by Lieutenant Tappan, 
and carrying several machine guns and one 3-inch gun, 
kept abreast or slightly in advance of the head of col- 
umn, and within 200 yards of shore all the way to the 
walled city, and was always in position to render most 
valuable assistance had determined resistance been met. 

“After advancing through Malate and Ermita the open 
space at the luneta, just south of the walled city, was 
reached about 1 p. m. A white flag was flying at the 
southwest bastion, and I rode forward to meet it under 
a heavy fire from our right and rear on the Paco road. 
At the bastion I was informed that officers representing 
General Merritt and Admiral Dewey were on their way 
ashore to receive the surrender, and I therefore turned 
east to the Paco road. The firing ceased at this time, 
and on reaching this road I found nearly 1,000 Spanish 
troops who had retreated from Santa Ana through Paco, 
and coming up the Paco road had been firing on our 
flank. I held the commanding officers, but ordered these 
troops to march into the walled city. At this point the 
California regiment a short time before had met some in- 
surgents who had fired at the Spaniards on the walls, 
and the latter in returning the fire had caused a loss in 
the California regiment of 1 killed and 2 wounded. 

“My instructions were to march past the walled city 

on its surrender, cross the bridge, oceuay the city on the 
north side of the Pasig, and protect lives and property 
there. While the white flag was flying on the walls yet, 
very sharp firing had just taken place outside, and there 
were from 5, to 6,000 men on the walls, with arms in 
their hands, only a few yards from us. I did not feel 
justified in leaving this force in my rear until the sur- 
render was clearly established, and I therefore halted 
and assembled my force, prepared to force the gates if 
there was any more firing. The 18th Infantry and Ist 
California were sent forward to hold the bridges a few 
yards ahead. but the second battalion, 3d Artillery, 1st 
Nebraska, 10th Pennsylvania and 1st Colorado were all 
assembled at this point. While this was being done I re- 
ceived a note from Lieutenant Colonel Whittier, of Gen- 
eral Merritt’s staff, written from the Captain General’s 
office within the walls, asking me to stop the firing out- 
side, as negotiations for surrender were in progress. 

“Captain Birkhimer’s battalion of the 3d Artillery was 
sent down the Paco road to prevent any insurgents from 
entering and the other to were posted so as to occupy 
every bridge and principal street leading into the city 
before dark. The streets were filled with large crowds, 
but there was no disorder. shops were all i 
The orders were to preserve order, protect property and 
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prevent armed insurgents from entering 
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ing in the streets.

“The manner in which the troops performed their 
duties, whether fighting, working in the trenches, or sit- 


ting still under fire with strict orders not to return it, is 
worthy of the very highest praise. 

“The resistance encountered on the 13th was much 
less than anticipated and planned for, but had the re- 
sistance been ater the result would have been the 
same, only the loss would have been greater. Fortunately 
the great result of capturing this city, the seat of Span- 
ish power in the Bast for more than three hundred years, 
was ee with a loss of life comparatively ane. 
nificant. f the assistance contributed to bring about 
this result by the U. 8. Navy on,the one hand and the 
eae insurgents on the other, it is not my province 
0 speak. 

“In closing this eapest I desire to express my appre- 
ciation of the valuable services rendered by Capt. f B. 
Mott, A. D. ©. to the Major General command, who has 
been tomperacdiy attached to my staff since July ° 
posting troops in the trenches, in making reco: 
sances, in transmitting orders under fire, and in making 
reports, he has uniformly exhibited courage, mili 
ability and sound judgment—the qualities, in sh 
which are most valuable in a staff officer. 

“To the members of my staff, Captain W. G. Bates, 
Assistant Adjutant General; Lieutenant Schuyler 
Schiefflin, A. D. C.; Captain WA r, Assistant 
Quartermaster, and Major F. 8. Bourns, Surgeon U, 8, 
Volunteers (the latter on special duty, not medical), all 
of whom were with me on Aug. 13, I am under-o - 
tions for the faithful and intelligent manner in which 
they performed their duties. ey all ca orders 
under fire, fortunately without any casualties. 

“Mr. F. D. Millet, the well known artist and author, 
whom it was my good fortune to know in the Russo- 
Turkish campaign, twenty-one years ago, and Mr. G, L. 
Rathbone were with me in the trenches and in the attack 
on Manila on Aug. 18, and rendered valuable service 
acting as volunteer aides-de-camp.”

First a member of the firm of Carman, 
Merchant Shaw, agents for the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, he later went into business for himself, 
and his successful career matched his steady advance- 
ment for gallant conduct in the Navy. Frederick Scho- 
ber, consulting engineer and contractor, entered the 
naval service as a Third Assistant Engineer in 1863. 
At the close of the war he was promoted to 
Assistant Engineer, with the rank of Master. In 
he accompanied the Alaska exploring expedition on the

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INDIAN OUTBREAK IN MINNESOTA. 


The country was surprised this week by a new Indian 
outbreak with sharp fighting. ‘The hostiles are the Pil- 
lager branch of the Chippewa tribe, and the scene is 
Leech Lake, in the northern part of Minnesota, near 
White Barth reservation. The leader in the trouble is 
an old warrior, Bog-Ah-Mah-Ge-Shig, who recently re- 
turned from court, and was soon afterward sought 
again by the deputies. He alleged ill-treatment in being 
turned adrift penniless in Duluth, and aroused the oth- 
er Indians to protest against what he considered injus- 
tice. This was the immediate occasion of the trouble, 
but a fear that they were to be moved ie said to 
have been the reason for the bitter and an spirit the 
Indians manifest, though the Government has no inten- 
tion of moving them. A few days since Gen. Bacon 
took Co. HB, of the 3d Infantry, from Fort Snelling to 
the neighborhood of the Indians, expecting to pacify 
them without difficulty, but at a council between some 
Indian agents and the disaffected band the latter de- 
elared they would not give up the men while an Indian 
remained alive. i c 

At an early hour Wednesday, Oct. 5, in the midet of 
a blinding snowstorm and in the face of a gale that piled 
up the waves in Leech Lake, Gen. Bacon embarked his 
little force on a_small schooner and two barges and 
started for Bear Island, where the Indians were known 
to be encamped. ‘The waves threatened to sink the 
frail craft, and the men and officers were benumbed by 
cold and drenched to the skin yp ge The little boat, 
however, reached the ol osite shore, and a landing was 
effected about 8 o’clock. After landing a sortie was 
made through the bush, but no trace of the Indians was 
found until nearly 11 o’clock. The men were then with- 
drawn to the shore of the lake and ordered to prepare 
dinner, and just then the first shot was fired by the In- 
dians, striking Ed. Harris, a half breed, and a sharp 
fight followed. The soldiers seem to have taken cover 
after the first fire and were immediately charged by the 
hostiles, giving an aa = the Krags to get in 
their work, Half a dozen Indiane fell and in a charge 
by ew Morrison with twenty men two hostiles were 
captured. 

n. Bacon, who, with Maj. Wilkinson, had been di- 
recting the fight, then ordered a charge. The men 
cleared the open space and started on a run for the In- 
dians. The bucke retreated a little space and then, mak- 
ing another stand, fired a volley at the Flora, which had 
brought the men from Walker. A shower of bullets 

ured into the schooner, tore through her woodwork, 

ut injured no one. They then let fly a volley at a tug 
which had been chartered by newsnaper correspondents, 
breaking the arm of the pilot. The Indians then with- 
drew further into the timber, while Col. Bacon began 
throwing up earthworks, where he awaited reinforce- 
ments. More fighting took place, our loss being eseri- 
ous, Maj. Melville C. Wilkinson, five privates of the 3d 
Infantry, and two Indian police being killed. 

Reinforcements of Cos. B, F, and H, under command 
of Lieut. Col. Harbach, were hurried forward by special 
train from Fort Snelling, and the situation so far as 
known is described in the es. dispatch: 

“St. Paul, Oct. 6, 1898. 
“To Adjutant General U. S., Washington, D. .: 

“In answer to a telegram to U. 8S. Marshal at Walker, 
Minn., have received reply giving location of Gen. Bacon 
on mainland, southwest corner ch Lake, and saying: 
‘Commenced fighting at 11:30 yesterday. indians seem 
to have best position. Not moving. Maj. Wilkinson, five 
soldiers and two Indian police killed; awaiting reinforce- 
ments.’ 

“Press dispatches and private Western Union dis- 

atches seem to support these statements about the 
Killed. Reinforcements will doubtless reach the- com- 
mand this evening. Reliable information indicates that 
the Indians are quiet in the vicinity of the engineer dams 
to the northeast. No report yet from Gen. Bacon. Only 
one officer, Capt. Gerlach, for duty at Fort Snelling, and 
150 men. Apprehend no need of further reinforcements 
unless to send to the vicinity of the Leech Lake dam to 
cut off the escape of the Indians. Would suggest that 
authority be given to utilize one battalion of the Min- 
nesota Volunteers in case of need. Report just received 
of the arrival of Col. Harbach’s command at Walker 
about 4 o'clock. STURGIS,

There is some uneasiness lest the disaffection spread 
among the 7,000 Indiane of various tribes in the vicinity, 
but their chiefs give assurances of good conduct. Indi- 
vidual braves are likely to slip out and enjoy the dan- 
gerous excitement of a scrimmage, but a general exten- 
sion of the hostilities is not expected. 

This was a gruesome welcome of the 3d to their quar- 
ters. The regiment formed part of Hawkine’s Brigade 
at Santiago. Captain and Brevet Major Melville C. Wil- 
kinson, passed unscathed through the Santiago campaign 
to die by an Indian’s bullet. Major Wilkinson was a na- 
tive of New York, and was a veteran of the Civil War, 
being made 1st Lieutenant for gallantry at Antietam. He 
entered the service in the 23d New York Infantry on 
May 16, 1861. was mustered out as Captain in 1866, and 
entered the Army at once as a 2d Lieutenant, and was 
assigned to the 3d Infantry. Aug. 3, 1870, in which he 
was made Captain, April 4, 1896. He was brev- 
etted Major in 1890 for gallant services against the In- 
dians in the Idaho campaign of 1877. His record in the 
Indian wars, especially the Nez Percés war, was very 
distinguished. He was attached to the staff of Gen. 
Howard, and on many occasions won the praise of that 
commander. In the battle of Clearwater, Idaho, July 11 
and 12, 1877, he commanded a Gatling gun and did fear- 
ful execution with it. The press reports say that Maj. 
Wilkinson was shot through the leg while walking up 
and down admonishing his men to keep their heads low.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


We publish elsewhere an order just issued 
for a reorganization of the Army, making a reduction in 
the number of ‘corps from eight to four, and mustering 
out three Major Generals and a large number of 
Brigadiers. Since the President gave orders for muster- 
ing out several Volunteer regiments it has been certain 
that a number of high. officers must be honorably 
discharged. When the Army was formed eight 
assigned to it and existed in name only. In the reduc- 
tion to four corps, a general rearrangement of stations 
and reassignment of commanding officers will take place. 
The troops in Cuba will embrace no doubt an entire 


Army corps and those in Manila possibly another, the , 


remaining corps being retained at home. The selection 
of officers for assignment to the commands is not made 

ublic, but it seems to be the fixed impression that Gen. 

ade will have entire command of the troops stationed 
in Cuba, while Gen. Lee will be in command of those 
assigned to Havana, he having been assared by the 
President that he would be sent to the island with the 
first detachment of troops ordered there. Hach one of 
the new corps will be allotted to a given territory. The 
Army co at Manila will remain practically intact. 
Gen. Lee’s command will comprise those troops now 
with him at Jacksonville, and he is expected to embark 
with them the latter past of this month. Camps for 
these troops will be selected well beyond the city limits 
of the towns in the province of Havana which are to 
be garrisoned and every effort is to be made to secure 
the most healthful surroundings for the men. The mil- 
itary governorship of Havana has been generally as- 
signed to Gen. Lee, but if the President has made up 
his mind on this point he has given no indication of it 
to Gen. Lee. The mustering out of Volunteers will in- 
clude fully 50 per cent. of the leading Volunteer officers 
of high rank. 

There is no perceptible let-up in the applications which 
are made by Volunteer regiments for muster out, and 
the War Department is overrun with requests of this 
character. he number of influential personages who 
visit the Secretary to obtain the muster out of Volun- 
teers in whom they are interested rivals the number who 
were seen daily at the beginning of the war, advocating 
certain appointments. Both the President and Secretary 
Alger have adopted a firm policy and are refusing uni- 
formly to consider these petitions. Although the ad- 
ministration refuses to muster out whole organiza- 
tions, it is using the greatest liberality possible ip dis- 
charging individual enlisted men, who, on account of 
sickness, or for other good reasons, are desirous of ob- 
taining their release. There are many good and sufficient 
reasons why the combined force of Regulars and Vol- 
unteers should not be reduced further. After deducting 
the number of troops already designated for discharge, 
there are only about 150,000 officers and men left in the 
Army. The plans for the occupation of Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, make it impossible to dispense 
with any considerable part of this force which will be 
no greater than is necessary for the immediate require- 
ments of the country. Many of the regiments first sent 
to Cuba and Porto Rico will have to be withdrawn and 
replaced by others on account of sickness, and to do thie 
a large reserve force in the United States is necessary.

Some of the members of the California Commandery 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, who have 
attained by inheritance the ribbon of the lodge and rib- 
bon of the First Class Original, present a very tem- 
perate, but at the same time a very forcible protest 
against the action of the Commandery in proposing to 
alter their ribbon. They say very justly in answer to a 
request that they send in their badges to be altered: 
“These insignia are valuable possessions to us, certify- 
ing as they do to our father’s patriotism, bravery and 
fidelity to country; we have inherited them in strict ac- 
cordance with the Constitution of the Loyal Legion, 
which further gives us the r.ght to hold them.

All 
other armies have this connecting link between the two 
branches. This link is called in most armies the Great 
General Staff and consists of officers who have had spe- 
cial training in both kinds of duties.”

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The President’s commission began its ing into the 
conduct of the war by hearing the testimony of Generals 
Wheeler, Lee and Boynton. It was nearly all favorable 
to the War Department, and in fact contained little 
that was new. General Boynton supplied almost the 
only observations worth quoting. He said the flies at 
Camp Thomas were a tremendous pest and flew from the 
sinks to the mess tables. General Dodge, of the Com- 
mission, read a statement from Father James Dooley, 
Chaplain, saying that the Nm Chickamauga Park 
was a perfect hell on earth. ar would have been a 
paradise compared with the condition of Camp Thomas. 
Men died under the trees for.want of water, and men 
had typhoid fever for days without receiving medical at- 
tention, no one even taking their temperature. Only a 
dozer hospital attendants were provided for 500 men. 
Everything abdut the camp was badly managed. Of the 
food but one word would deseribe it—rotten. To this 
General Boynton answered, according to the press dis- 
yatches: “I do not care to take issue with the Chaplain. 
‘ather Dooley had a tent in our Readgeatiets yard and 
he spent most of his time there. Father Daly, another 
Chaplain, was with him. They told these stories to me 
and at firet 1 was inclined to put some trust in them. 
But investigations I made myself soon made me lose 
faith in them. Their stories would make all the dime 
novels in the world uninteresting. If the Chaplains saw 
the things described no one else saw them.” We fear 
this will precipitate upon us one of those unrestrained ec- 
clesiastic-military contests we dread so much. Of a 
similar statement by Mayor Milo B. Ward, of Kaneas 
City, the General said: “It could not be more exagger- 
ated _— English language. I am not acquainted with 
any other.” 


ist Lieut. John H. Parker, of the 13th Infantry, -who 
commanded the Gatling gun battery of the 5th Army 
Corps, With such marked success and bravery before 
Santiago that he believes that he has “developed 
a new arm independent of infantry, cavalry, and 
artillery,” has contributed to the current “Review of Re- 
views” a paper on “Some Lessons of the War from an 
Officer’s Standpoint.” He considers that what was done 
was wonderful in view of our antiquated staff organiza- 
tion, and this “was due to the superhuman exertions of 
the chief officers of the supply departments and their 
able assistants, These men and their subordinates knew 
no rest. They were untiring and zealous, On their own 
responsibility they cut the red tape to the very smallest 
limit compatible with preper care of government proper- 
ty.” Lieut. Parker thinks that more discretionary pow- 
er should be given to the staff departments, and that 
there can be no doubt in the minds of those who know 
all the facts that most of the hardships and sufferings 
that the troops had to endure were unavoidable under 


the conditions. ‘The supply departments labored hero- 
ically—after the emergency was upon them. But they 
were tied by the bonds of preimposed conditions. The 
root of the evil Lieut. Parker states in unmistakable 
language: ‘Now, it has been a notorious fact for many 


years that promotions to the supply departments of the 
Army were to be had largely as a result of ‘influence.’ In 
the last thirty years many appointments in them have 
been made which have had their origin in ‘pull.’ Neither 
party alone is to be blamed for this, for the same con- 
ditions have obtained under both Republican and Demo- 
cratic administrations.” 





The War Department has decided to change its policy 
relative to bringing back to the United States the Volun- 
teer troops now located in Porto Rico. . Gen.: Brooke 
vigorously protested against the project in a letter to 
Gen. Corbin ten days ago, his reason being that the 
fresh troops sent to Porto Rico would be compelled to 
experience the same climatic conditions as the troops 
already there. Gen. Brooke’s reasons were sufficient to 
lead to a change in the policy of the War Department. 
Adjt. Gen. Corbin said that such pressure had been 
brought to bear upon the Department by members of 
Congress and by some of the regiments at Porto Rico 
through their friends, that it had been decided to bring 
the men back to the Luited States as soon as the neces- 
sary troops could be sent to relieve them.

DEPARTMENT OF THD BAST. 
REPORT OF BRIGADIER GENERAL G. L. GILLESPIE. 
(Abstract.) 


The operations of the department from the date of last 
annual report to the beginning of the calendar year, were 
of a routine character, and call for no special comment, 
but just prior to the declaration of war, and subsequently 
thereto, extending to the time of actual] hostilities in the 
Gulf of Mexico, the attention of the Major General then 
in command was given to measures for placing the en- 
tire seaboard in a condition of defence against attack by 
hostile vessels or marauding cruisers, so far as available 
funds would admit. The Governors of the several 
States were freely consulted, and their attention favor- 
ably enlisted in providing temporary garrisons to be 
drawn from State Militia for those exposed points where 
no defences containing heavy guns existed, or where the 
defences were without. or had only small, garrisons. In 
these preparatory measures the department commander 
bad the active and efficient assistance of fhe engineer 
and ordnance officers serving on the coast line of the 
department. The work entailed by the operations, un- 
dertaken at a time when the country was excited and 
the necessary degree of defence indeterminate, and the 
means available meager and intangible, was of a very 


exacting character, and often became very perplexing in 
its execution. 


INFANTRY SUPPORTS TO SEACOAST FORTRESSES. 


To give such additional protection as seemed to be 
needed along the north Atlantic coast, while the war was 
in progress, infantry supports to the garrisons of forts 
in the principal harbors were drawn from some of the 
Volunteer infantry, heavy artillery and light batteries, 
which had been recruited under the first call of the Pres- 
ident, dated April 23, 1898. The organizations so used, 
numbering 12,000 men, approximately, were the Ist 
Maine Heavy Battery, ist Massachusetts Heavy Artil- 
iery, Battery B, Ist Connecticut Volunteer Artillery, 1st 
Connecticut Volunteer Infantry, Ist, 22d and 47th New 
York Volunteer patente 3d New Jersey Volunteer In- 
fantry, 14th, 15th and Sth Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry, Light Batteries A and C, Pennsylvania Volun- 
teer Artillery, and the 1st Maryland Volunteer Infantry. 

In addition to the Volunteer organizations mustered in- 
under the first call of the President, mentioned above, 
the following were <M A to the department: 

The 2d Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry was assigned 
to guard powder works at Montchanin, Del., and Penn- 
grove, N. J.; three troops of Pennsylvania Cavalry not 
assigned to duty, being deficient in equipment; "Light 
Battery A and Heavy Battery C, Ist Connecticut Volun- 
teer Artillery, did not leave State Camp at Niantic; 
Light Batteries A and B, Rhode Island Volunteer Artil- 
lery, remained at State Camp, Quonset Point, R. I.; 1st 
Regiment Delaware Volunteer Infantry was not assigned 
to duty, being deficient in equipment. 

Under the second call of the President, dated May 25, 
the 201st, 202d arid 203d New York Volunteer Infantry; 
the 4th, 5th and 7th Batteries, New York Volunteer 
Artillery, were assigned to this department and sta- 
tioned at Gap Black, and Battery A, Colorado Light 
Artillery, which was assigned to Fort Hancock, N. J. 

Many of the regiments organiaéd under first call were 
recruited up to the war strength of twelve companies. 

These Volunteer troops while employed as garrison 
supports were drilled constantly according to the regu- 
lations for their own arm of the service and performed 
the usual duty of guards and in many cases were re- 
quired, in addition, to do duty connected with the prac- 
tice of modern high power guns in the forts. The dis- 
cipline and efficiency, which they attained in this new 
and previously untried service, was creditable to the 
character and length of service of the troops. With few 
exceptions, their behavior in camp was as perfect as 
could be expected from newly recruited regiments, and 
for this reason I do not hesitate to award them high 
praise for their discipline and good conduct. 


CAMPS OF INSTRUCTION. 


As reserves to these seacoast garrisons, inland camps, 

of greater or less extent, were formed, where drills could 
be had by united organizations, and instruction could be 
given in all the duties required of troops in active serv- 
ice in the field. 
_In all measures adopted by the general government 
for the assembly and equipment of the Volunteer troops, 
the State and town authorities have given cordial and 
efficient co-operation, and have always evinced a warm 
interest in the welfare of organizations from their States 
or towns by a generous offer of State encampments and 
conveniences or town armories where such were needed 
for the comfort of troops. After the conclusion of the 
war in July, the expediency of withdrawing the infantry 
supports from the several defences was considered, and 
by Sept. 1 they had been transferred to inland camps, 
or orders had issued for the withdrawal. 


RETURNING SICK AND WOUNDED. 


One sad feature of the return of troops from the seut 
of war was the great number of the amy suffering with 
different kinds of fever, or convalescents who had re- 
lapses immediately after their return. Those actually 
wounded in active service formed but a small proportion 
of the patients. As the returning troops were landed 
chiefly in the harbor of New York from transports, it 
early became necessary to provide additional hospital ac- 
commodations at all the forts in the harbor, and to ar- 
range for the temporary use of civil hospitals in the 
cities of New York, Brooklyn and elsewhere. The en- 
larged facilities which were attained by erecting tents at 
F orts Columbus, Hamilton and Wadsworth, and by the 
repair of old_ barracks at Fort Wood (Bedloes Island), 
all in New York harbor, provided accommodations for 
about 1,000 sick. This number was largely increased by 
the use of the civil hospitals in the vicinity, amd by fit- 
ting up the government barracks at Plattsburg and Fort 
Ethan Allen, for the reception of convalescents not suf- 
ficiently recovered to return to duty. The hospitals and 
other charitable organizations, and even private citizens 
in New York City, all vied with each other in benevolent 
efforts to relieve the sufferings of the arriving soldiers 
without regard to organizations or color, whether Regu- 
lar or Volunteer, or from other States, and to one and all 
without discrimination, public recognition is here given 
for the humane and patriotic services rendered. 

The untiring and efficient services rendered by the of- 
ficers of the Medical Department for the relief and dis- 
tribution of returning sick soldiers are worthy of notice 
and commendation, and it is pore also to express 
my obligations to Dr. A. H. ty, the Health Officer 
of the Port of New York. for the prompt notices he gave 
of the arrival of transports goaverine sick soldiers, for 
his personal attention to the sick while at the Quarantine 
Station, and for his considerate efforts in having them 
transported to different points in the harbor accessible 
to hospitals, when government means of transport were 
not available, 
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SEACOAST FORTIFICATIONS. 


My observations as to the pannel of Oe comment

In addition to the batteries and the new armaments, sat- 
isfactory provision, by modern devices, has been made 
for determining range of high power guns. 

With continued appropriations for harbor defences, 
the time will soon arrive when the country may cease to 
be ——- about hostile attacks upon its great commer- 
cial centers. 


SPECIAL ORGANIZATION OF COAST ARTILLERY. 


These batteries, containing modern guns of the heav- 
iest caliber, require for the proper service of the emplace- 
nient and of the mag e, mechanical appliances to de- 
fiver ammunition to the guns, and machinery to actuate 
dynamos for electrically lighting magazines, storerooms 
and galleries, and for serving searchlights and range- 
finders. The necessary installation, care and mainte- 
nance of these mechanical appliances demand a higher 
order of expert capacity than can be found ordinarily 
among the enlisted men in the Army. The desired ca- 
pacity must be obtained in a different way, According 
to our present system of enlistment in the fighting arms 
of the service, men enlist, as a rule, to bear arms only. 
If other than a physical standard be adopted in choosing 
a specially fitted soldier, encouragement to enlistment 
must be given by increased pay and advancement when 
deserved. For these reasons, 1 recommend that the néxt 
bill for the support of the Army contain provision, fol- 
lowing the example of foreign services, for the perma- 
nent employment, at adequate compensation, with fur- 
ther provision for merited advancement, of a suitable 
number of mechanical engineers and jl experts at 
each seacoast fort, whose duty in the beginning shall be 
to superintend the erection and repair of machinery in- 
stalled for the general purposes of modern batteries. 
Closely allied to the subject of battery machinery is its 
personnel. The skilful maneuver of tbe gun has such a 
strong bearing upon the accuracy of the fire delivered 
by the battery and the endurance of its defence, that 
the question arises if it be not advisable to consider 
now the expediency of so reorganizing the artillery arm 
of the service as to provide a distinct branch of specially 
trained artillerists, divided into companies not exceeding 

0O men each, fer coast defence alone, to man the mod- 
ern batteries, and to arrange and operate every element 
of defence, including the channel mines. 

Much of the value of the gun is sacrificed if it be not 
well and faithfully served. 

In the proposed organization of artillerists there should 
be artificers of artillery, enlisted or promoted as such, 
with the pay and allowances of artificers of engineers 
whose duty shall be to run, care for and repair the ma- 
chinery and accessories of defence, under the guidance 
and instruction of the mechanical experts until such 
time as an adequate number shall have been sufficiently 
trained as will admit of reducing the number of experts 
to the smallest limit consistent with the proper preserva- 
tion of the property. 

The artillery artificers should form part of the non- 
commissioned staff of the post, not subject to change 
of station with the garrison, 


BARRACKS AND QUARTERS. 

It is most earnestly recommended that ample provis- 
ions be made without further delay for permanent bar- 
racks at all important forts. 

I desire, in conclusion, to mention the valued and faith- 
ful assistance rendered by the officers of the department 
staff in all matters relating to the enlistment and equip- 
ment of the troops, their transportation to the front, 
their subsistence, their return, the meagures for their 
care and training in camp, and for their muster-out, They

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tecture from Annapolis to the Boston Technological In- 
stitute, or other civilian college, has been abandoned, and 
the course will be continued at the Naval Academy. We 
understand that Chief Constructor Hichborn has ob- 
jected to some of Captain Dickins’s statements, but the 
sentiment of the service will probably be against the 
Chief Constructor’s views. ‘The officers of the service 
believe that true professional feeling is necessary to tlfe 
naval officer’s training, and cannot be obtained and fos. 
tered in any institution that does not have Navy officers 
in its faculty; and that thoroughness in study and even 
in the use of time is to be found only in the two Na- 
tional Academies. There is no doubt that it would be a 
benefit to have thorough courses in naval architecture 
at some civilian technical schools; but we agree with 
Captain Dickins in doubting whether they will be pur- 
sued with the same absorption by the students, or have 
the same careful planning and attention from the in- 
structors that the Naval Academy can give. There is no 
doubt that such a course of study will cost a good deal 
and produce but a limited number of graduates, and in a 
civilian institution it may be a question whether greater 
good cannot be done in some other direction with the 
same money. This question does not arise at Annapolis, 
The Government needs and must have constructors for 
its vessels, and the item of cost is only a matter of de- 
tail. For the start Annapolis is probably the best place 
for the course, and the view of the noble Academy rising 
in importance and power until it has the magnitude of a 
university and the thoroughness of the naval service and 
making its methods and training felt as a leader and ex- 
ample in the country will not be objected to by the intel- 
ligent and able men who look to it as their Alma Mater, 

George H. Harries was appointed and commissioned 
by the President Commanding General! of the militia of 
the District of Columbia prior to the war with Spain. 
He subsequently accepted a commission as Colonel of a 
Volunteer regiment composed largely of the officers and 
men of the District militia. The question now arises 
whether his acceptance of the later commission deprives 
him of his position as Commanding General of the militia 
of the District. The Solicitor General, John K. Richard- 
son, to whom the question was referred by the War De- 
partment, decides that it does not. There is no statutory 
prohibition against his holding the two offices and no le- 
gal incompatibility to prevent him from doing so, as the 
nature and duties of the two officers are not such as to 
render it improper from considerations of public policy 
for one incumbent to hold both. Nor does such incom- 
patibility necessarily arise because he is temporarily in 
a position where it may be impossible for him to dis- 
charge the duties of both offices. By accepting the Vol- 
unteer commission, General Harries did not subject him- 
self to a conflicting authority, for he received it from 
his Commander-in-Chief, the President. Moreover, in 
accepting it, and retaining command of that portion of 
the District militia which responded to the call of the 
President and entered the service of the United States, 
he was simply doing one of the things for which he had 
been made Commanding General, and his absence from 
the District would not necessarily interfere with his dis- 
charge of his duties as such. The fact that the Presi- 
dent did not appoint a successor to General Harries may 
be taken as a sufficient indication that he saw fit to 
regard his response to a patriotic call in the line of mili- 
tary duty as temporary absence on leave,

Indications are favorable for a recommendation by the 
President to Congress to revive the grade of Vice-Ad- 
miral for the special benefit of Admiral Dewey. This 
grade has been held only by two officers in our history 
and became extinct several years ago with the death of 
Vice-Admiral Rowan. For his services in the battle of 
Manila, Admiral Dewey received a promotion, which 
would have come in the ordinary course of advancement 
a few months later, his case contrasting in this respect 
with the real advancement of Admirals Sampson and 
Schley. The President feels that Admiral Dewey’s con- 
duct of affairs since the memorable fight with the Span- 
ish fleet last May has been eo full of good sense and dis- 
cretion as to warrant further recognition, and the move- 
ment to give him additional rank is understood to be due 
to the President’s belief that his reward has been inade- 
quate, and not in proportion to rewards bestowed upon 
other officers. Secretary Long approves of the proposed 
recommendation, and there seems little doubt that Con- 
gress will revive the grade of Vice-Admiral for his ben- 
efit.

In response to a query from Chicago, General Corbin 
has been obliged to answer that there is no law for- 
bidding Volunteer soldiers from wearing medals. We 
wish he could have sent a contrary answer. Brooklyn 
has given medals to the men of her ship and a number 
of Western cities, Chicago among them, are preparing 
to reward their soldiers and sailors in the same way. 
All this is graceful, but there are serious objections to 
these local insignia. We believe that the bestowal of 
such decorations should be confined to the National Gov- 
ernment. Every soldier in the Army should receive 4 
medal or cross for war service, but he ought to get it 
from the nation and not from his ward neighbors or fel- 
low townemen.

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THEN AND NOW—1861-1898. 


Our Civil War opened with the firing on Fort Sumter, 
April 12, 1861, and the President’s first call for Volun- 
teers on April 15. In the July following, General Rob- 
ert Patterson reported that some of the regiments in his 
command were “without shoes and without pants,” and 
that his forces were threatened with demoralization be- 
cause of the unwillingness of the Volunteers to stay in 
the service. McClellan’s movements were delayed “by 
want of wagons and the disorganization to be expected 
on the part of new troops moving for the first time into 
the field.” “Please send more Regular officers,” he plead- 
ed. The movements of other troops “were much delayed 
for want of horses, harness and wagons.” A column 
marching in pursuit of the enemy found that transporta- 
tion, provisions, camp equipage and cooking utensils had 
been left in the rear and in the camp and they supped 
“on the east wind” and had the same for breakfast. The 
8th Ohio Volunteer Militia of that time marched a day 
on half a biscuit each. 

Such were the common experiences of that day. Mc- 
Dowell reported July 21 that the larger part of his force 
was a confused mcb entirely demoralized. In spite of 
herculean efforts on the part of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, he was delayed a week for horses to move trains 
and artillery and when they came “with horses, wagons, 
drivers and wagonmasters, all new and unused to each 
other, they moved with difficulty and disorder.” Earlier 
in the year (April 19, 1861) General Patterson reported 
that while he was anxious to obey his orders to march, a 
very large proportion of his men were without muskets, 
all were without ammunition, service clothing, great 
blankets, knapsacke, haversacke, canteens, etc. 
When muskets were issued, they were often found with 
broken locks or holes through the barrels and bayonets 
that did not fit the pieces. The guns were “horrible,” 
ete., ete,, to the end of the chapter. 

At the end of the war there was an abundant supply 
of everything, but the accumulations were sold, and as 
Congress persistently refused to proyide for a new re- 
serve supply we were relatively not so much better off in 
April, 1898, than we were in April, 1861. But the coun- 
try had grown meantime, and it was easier to obtain 
what wae wanted, though the old proverb that “haste 
makes waste” applies to much that was done under the 
pressure of the immediate emergency growing out of the 
war with Spain. 

The medical statistics of our Civil War also furnish 
an interesting basis for comparison. During the four 
years of that war 6,049,648 cases were treated by the 
officers of the Medical Department, and there were 186,- 
216 deaths from disease. Of 146,162 deaths in hospital, 
108,687 were from miasmatic diseases, 43,715 being from 
fever, 34,696 of these from typhoid and typhoid malaria. 
There were also 37,882 discharges for zymotic diseases. 

Out of about every 65 men one man was killed in ac- 
tion and one out of every 56 died of wounds. One out 
of every 13 died of disease and unknown causes. The 
general mortality of the Regulars was 47.6 in a thousand 
and that of Volunteers 75.4. The losses of the Regulars 
from the casualties of battle were in excess of those of 
the Volunteers. Of the 318,870 interments in the na- 
tional cemeteries, nearly one-half, 147,568, were of un- 
known dead. 

The gentlemen who write concerning the mismanage- 
ment of war would do well to inform themselves as to 
the conditions of war before indulging so freely in criti- 
cism. Theoretically typhoid fever is a preventable dis- 
ease, yet it is common all over the country. There were 
for example 367 cases of it in Philadelphia during the 
week ending Sept. 24, and 15 deaths, the average of 
deaths from the fourteen most fatal disorders being 18. 
It is very easy to criticise from the conditions attending 
the practice of medicine in well ordered households, but 
not so easy to apply these conditions to field service. Dr. 
Nicholas Senn, who has recently resigned from the Army 
to resume his private practice in Chicago, asserts that 
the most flagrant fault had ite seat in the dependence of 
the ‘Medical Department upon the Quartermaster and 
his men.

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CUBAN ARMY OF OCCUPATION, 


Active preparations are under way in the War De- 
partment for sending the large army of occupation to 
Cuba. The Adjutant General has ordered several reg- 
iments to be in readiness for transportation to Cuba upon 
the shortest notice. Orders have also been issued direct- 
ing the 5th Cavalry, now at Huntsville, Ala.; the 6th 
U. 8. Volunteer Infantry, now at Chickamauga, and the 
47th New York Volunteers, now at Fort Adams, to pro- 
ceed to Porto Rico. The evacuation of that island by the 
Spaniards is proceeding to the entire satisfaction of the 
officials at Washington, and the transfer of these regi- 
ments is the beginning of the permanent garrisoning in 
America’s new possession in the Indies, 

It is hoped and expected that the entire evacuation of 
Cuba-will have been accomplished by December 31, and 
that with the beginning of the new year the United 
States will have complete military possession of the 
island, As we have stated before on the authority of the 
Secretary of War, it is the intention of the administra- 
tion to send to Cuba an army of not less than 50,000 
men. This army will consist of both Volunteers and 
Regulars, and will eventually be distributed throughout 
the entire island. It is expected the whole army of occu- 
pation will be under the command of Major General 
Wade, with General Lee in command of one of the three 
departments which will be constituted. 

It has been practically decided by the Secretary of 
War, to abandon the military camps known as Camp 
Meade and Camp Black, and also the camp at Lexing- 
ton, Ky. The troops now stationed at these places will 
be ordered to the South and many of them will go to 
either Cuba or Porto Rico. Others will occupy the new 
camping grounds recently selected in Georgia and South 
Carolina. According to the plan of the War Department 
the Volunteer troops sent to do garrison duty in both 
Cuba and Porto Rico, will not remain in those islands 
more than four or five months. At the expiration of this 
period the Volunteers will be gradually withdrawn, given 
60 days furlough, and discharged. This is an indication 
that the Department expects Congress to take up and 
decide in the early part of its session the important 
problem of military organization. In fact, we have never 
seen a time when the opportunity was so favorable. The 
Volunteers have found camp life very irksome since it 
was robbed of the incentive of future service in hos- 
tilities. The sacrifices of business and home life have 
often been great and are not justified by the present 
situation. A proposition to raise a new Army of men 
who enlist with full knowledge of the work before them, 
is expected to find favor with Congress, and this short 
war may have greater and more beneficial effects upon 
the Army than our great civil struggle. At all events, 
before the men are withdrawn, Congress will be invited 
to assume the responsibility and garrison Cuba and Porto 
Rico (and Manila?) in its own manner, There are nu- 
merous indications that those who influence public 
opinion are beginning to understand that the results of 
our brief war are due to our possession of a permanent 
military and naval establishment, and that it is abso- 
lutely necessary to increase that establisifment if we are 
to carry out our programme for the future. Possibly even 
the Hon. “Ham.” Lewis may have learned by this time 
that a little more gilding and even a little more satrapy 
would increase the efficiency and the comfort of Vol- 
unteers. 
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FIVE SAN JUAN HILLS TAKEN. 


It will be seen by consulting the map of Santiago and 
its defences (“Army and Navy Journal,” Sept. 17, 1898), 
that the “capture of the San Juan Hill” in reality 
means the capture of five San Juan Hills instead of one. 
The 6th and 16th Infantry, General Hawkine’ Brigade, 
possessed the South San Juan Hill, the 10th, 2d and 2ist 
Infantry, Col. Pearson’s Brigade, had the San Juan Hill 
immediately north of General Hawkins; Colonel Ewer’s 
Brigade, the 9th, 13th and 24th Infantry, held that part 
of the hill range south of the eunken (Santiago) road, 
and the 1st, 8d, 6th, 9th, 10th Regulars, and the Ist U. 8. 
Vol. Cav., Lieut. Cols. Carroll’s and Roosevelt’s Bri- 
gaties, held that part of the hill range north of the eunk- 
en (Santiago) road. 

This accounts for four of the five San Juan Hills on 
the map, the fifth being the one east of the “Pond” and 
rising out of the west bank of the San Juan River and 
directly north of the El Pozo and Santiago road. This 
San Juan Hill was captured simultaneously with the 
first, second and third San Juan Hills by Captain Dim- 
mick’s Squadron, 9th, Capt. Tutherly’s Squadron, Ist U. 
S. Cavalry, and Colonel Roosevelt’s troops of Ist U. 8. 
Vol. Cavalry. These troops, with the remainder of the 
dismounted cavalry, very shortly afterward captured the 
hill range north of the sunken road. Thus were the five 
San Juan Hille wrested from the Spaniards, 

There were three fortified residences on as many hills, 
one captured by the cavalry close by the San Juan River; 
another on the north of the sunken road, taken also by 
the cavalry, and the third on the south of the sunken 
road, taken by the infantry and Captain D. H. Bough- 
ton’s Troop B, Lieut. T. B. Dugan’s Troop I, 3d Cav- 
alry, and parts of the let and 6th U. 8. Cavalry. 

Bach of the five San Juan Hills were intrenched and 
determinedly held by the enemy, who had both direct 
and. enfilading fires upon the concentrated United States 
forces until Lieutenant Parker put his (unnecessarily

THD NEW ORLEANS. 


Whenever the New Orleans, the English built cruiser 
bought just before war was declared, has fired a gun we 
have had remarkable storice of its accuracy. The Bng- 
lish papers have persistently asserted that in build, arm- 
ament and ammunition she was a lesson to our construc- 
tors and naval officers. There is no doubt that under the 
efficient command of Capt. Folger she has been an active 
and valuable vessel. As a former Ohief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance and especially familiar with ordnance prob- 
lems, Capt. Folger was eminentiy fitted for the command 
of the only foreign built and armed ship actively en- 
gaged in our service. He has done good work with her 
but her performance has not been especially distinguished 
above that of American vessels of her class. She is in 
many respects very different from our cruisers, being a 
sheathed teak and copper-bolted vessel, the only one of 
thie class under Admiral Sampson. Her battery is for- 
midable and superior, probably, gun for gun to that of our 
ships mounting the same number. Her six-inch gun 
mounts are better than ours, increasing the rapidity and 
effectiveness of her fire, but aside from this the guns 
possess no other advantage. She carries six 6-inch, 
quick-fire; four 4.7-inch quick-fire; ten 6-pounders; four 
3-pounders; four Maxime; three 37 mm, 5-barrel ma- 
chine guns, and two 12-pounder field guns. In addition 
she carried three torpedo tubes, one in the bow and one 
on each side forward. She hae electrical ammunition 
hoists and the entire electric plant of the ship is in the 
engine room and in charge of the engineer’s force. With 
these advantages the New Orleans has the disadvantage 
of being built on a low free board plan and in heavy 
weather is a wet ship. Her defects and deficiencies 
will be corrected as far as practicable in her sister ship, 
the Albany, which was bought at the same time in an 
incomplete condition, She is unquestionably a fine ad- 
dition to the naval service and has some strong pointe, 
but not enough to place her far ahead of any ehip of her 
displacement and class constructed in this country. Her 
performance has been necessarily better than our own 
ships could reach from the fact that she fired smokeless 
powder, but while our persistence in -using an inferior 
explosive ie proof of foolish conservatism, it does not 
necessarily prove inferiority in other respects, 
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It is not surprising to learn that Sir Herbert Kitchen- 
er, the conqueror of the Soudan, will be raised to the 
peerage. The story of his two and a half years’ cam- 
paign is really remarkable. In the first place, it has cost 
only $13,600,000, of which $5,000,000 was spent on 500 
miles of railroad. He began with none of the accompani- 
mente of a large movement, but by administrative: abil- 
ity formed an army that was not merely successful, but 
has shown by its orderly and well prepared movement 
that it was directed by a master hand. In the battle be- 
fore Omdurman, he exhibited fine tactical qualities. The 
terrible slaughter of the Dervishes compared with the 
light losses of the British and Egyptian force hae led to 
the supposition that the natives were an undrilled mob, 
but they really fought with as much purpose as despera- 
tion. The English are delighted to find themselves pos- 
sessed of a General who etill in middle life has shown 
euch capacity for command and, in fact, they are to be 
congratulated. “What has marked the Sirdar in the 
weary years of his Soudanese mission,” says the “Admir- 
alty and Horse Guards Gazette,” “has been his-apt se- 
lection of admirable subordinates—for instance, Colonel 
Wingate—his modest requirements in the form of troops, 
with only a «mall margin of safety, his tact in dealing 
with the Khedive’s government, and our own admirable 
diplomatic representative, Lord Cromer, his care of his 
troops, his political foresight, and last, not least, the 
delightful modesty of the man who, when he comes 
home, will be met by an ovation the like of which has 
never been paralleled since the victor of Waterloo 
brought home hie spoils.”

TWO DBAD HEROES OF SANTIAGO. 

We have received a pamphlet « an account 
with portrait of Lieut. Walter Mason Di killed 
in the battle of Santiago. It is reprinted trom the “Am- 
herst Record.” On the morning of July 1, at the open- 
ing of the battle of Caney, Lieut. Dickinson was wound- 
ed three times; first in the right forearm; next through 
the abdomen and bladder; and, while his wounds were 
being dressed, through the right lower leg. Removal be- 
ing impossible, he reniained on the field until the bat- 
tle was over, being placed in.a sheltered place; and, in 
the evening, a field hospital was organized near by, and 
he was removed thereto. Lieut. Col. Haskell, command- 
a regiment, was wounded at the same time. At 
2:20 a. m., on July 2, Lieut. Dickinson died without pain 
at any time. 

In a letter to Mr. C. H. Benchley, the father of 2d 
Lieut. Edmund N, Benchley, 6th Inf., killed at Santiago, 
J aly 1, 18y¥8, Capt. L. W. V. Kennon, commanding Co. 
E, 6th Infantry, says: “It was on the first of July when 
we broke camp, and started at 4:45 a. m., on our march 
to the front, which resulted in the battle of Fort San 
Juan. After some halts, we came, at about 10 a. m., un- 
der artillery fire. Afterward we advanced and at a 
point where Spanish bullets were flying thick, we turned 
off to the left and formed line, the most advanced line 
of the Army, in rear of the San Juan River, with orders 
not to cross it. Here the fire from the enemy’s maga- 
zine guns was terrific, and many were killed and wound- 
ed. The line was drawn back about fifty yards to a 
safer locality. Here the Acting Colonel of the regiment 
reformed the whole line, and Co. E went forward with 
him to its former position, but now with orders to cross. 
The Colonel led and Co. k followed, your son being one 
of the first dozen to cross. The other companies were 
back, the brush was so thick that they could not be seen, 
and the Colonel desired them to be song 5 at once 
that the line of attack could be formed. e called 
Lieut. Benchley and directed him to recross the river (it 
had to be waded, being about waist deep), and carry or- 
ders to the battalion and company commanders to bring 
their commands forward at once. He started at once 
on this important and dangerous duty, and gave the or- 
ders to some of the officers indicated. He h just given 
it to one commander when he received a bullet through 
the heart, killing him instant i; , 

“His military career was ‘brief, brave and glorious.’ 
He was cool and brave under one of the severest fires 
ever known, and Be pirtesmed his duty nobly, and gal- 
lantly. Had he lived he would have been breveted for 
gallantry in action. ia ‘ 

“He was assigned to my omy 5! on joining the regi- 
ment at Tampa, and had won all hearts by hie modest 
and gentlemanly bearing. On arriving in Cuba, the 
three officers of the company slept together under a 
piece of canvas, our only bedding being a couple of rub- 
ber blankets, our covering, our rubber overcoats. In 
hot marches under a broiling sun, in rain, in mud, sleep- 
ing in swamps, in all the toil and work of campaign life, 
he was cheerful, willing and soldierly. The country has 
lost in him a good soldier and you a brave and noble son. 
He lies buried with all the care we could give him near 
the spot on which he fell.”

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NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 

In a very judicious article on Naval Discipline, our 
British contemporary, the “Army and Navy Gazette,” 
points to the evil effects of sensational accounts in the 
popular press of pretended acts of tyranny on board ship. 
During the last year, when 82,241 men afloat were car- 
ried on the British navy rolls, the number of courts 
martial was only 154, but ninety-seven of them were for 
striking or attempting to strike superiors. Of these 
sixty-four were in the seamen class, thirteen of the non- 
seamen, six boys and fourteen marines. Among 6,585 
men at shore establishments, there were no less than 
fifty-seven offiences of violence to superiors and insubor- 
dination. At the same time drunkenness and desertion 
have decreased, especially in the force afloat. Under 
these circumstances the “Gazette” rightly concludes that 
there must be some especial cause for this increase in 
the great crime of violence to superiors which has in- 
creased, while other court martial offences have de- 
creased. As to this it says: . 

“Two explanations for the lamentable condition of af- 
fairs revealed by the above figures will suggest them- 
selves, In the first place, it may be held that there has 
been a gradual disinclination to hold courts martial for 
offences otherwise than that of striking or attempting to 
strike. The abstract snowing, the number of summary 
punishments awarded hardly bears out this assumption, 
for whereas with 51,353 men borne on the books in 1887 
the number of punishments was 49,643, last year the 
numbers borne were 82,241 and the summary punish- 
ments awarded 89,648, the proportion therefore havin 
but slightly changed. The second explanation is foun 
in the encouragement which, perhaps unintentionally 
but none the less certainly, has been given to crimes 
of violence by ill-judged articles in the public press. The 
desire of obtaining notoriety and creating a sensation is 
ingrained in some natures, and it is unquestionable that 
the undue prominence given to acts of violence, as well 
as the ill-judged sympathy which has been expressed 
in some quarters for those who commit offences of the 
kind, have had an effect in increasing their number. It 
is frequently the habit of those writers who make copy 
out vf these sensational cases to assume that the victims 
are generally unpopular, and that it is due, at least in 
some measure, to errors of judgment on their part that 
such crimes occur. There is no evidence whatever to 
show that this is the case or that there is any foundation 
for such an assumption. On the contrary, it has been 
fully proved that the personal conduct or character of 
the officer assaulted has in the majority of instances 
nothing whatever to do with the matter. He is merely 
the emblem of constituted authority, and there is but a 
difference of degree in the crime of the man or boy who 
strikes in him the representative of the Queen and that 
of the Anarchist who destroys the president of a repub- 
lie or the empress of a constitutional monarchy. The 
most popular officer is not exempt from the risk of such 
an assault, nor, as was recently shown on board the 
Hood, are these acts of violence wanting in details of 
atrocity such as we are accustomed to associate with 
the proceedings of uncivilized people and the women who 
mutilate wounded soldiers on the battlefield. 








That very sensible journal, the Baltimore “County Un- 
ion,” seys in ite issue of Sept. 17: “No sane man ex- 
pected infallibility in the conduct of the war. The ad- 
ministration put 240,000 men in the field and brought 
Spain to terms in 114 days. This wae a herculean task 
unparalleled in history. There were mistakes, but the 
greatest wonder is that the mistakes in marshaling. 
equipping, and transporting the Army and caring for the 
sick and wounded were so few in number.”

AMERICAN COMMISSIONERS IN CUBA. 


Havana, September 24, 1898. 

The members of the American Commission are here 
and all are in the best of health and enjoying their new 
quarters, which are in one of the handsomest and most 
aristocratic sections of the city, some four miles from the 
center of Havana and near the shores of the broad At- 
lantic. It was quite a relief for them to get off the U. 
S. S. Resolute, anchored as she is to a buoy in the Har- 
bor of Havana, which for more than three hundred years 
has received in its bosom the filth of the ancient city. 
The odors of the bay are simply vile and the waters se 
contaminated that even sharks cannot exist in it. 

I inclose a copy of a list of the personnel prepared for 
the use of the police. On Monday the commissioners re- 
moved to the Hotel Trotcha Vedado, from the Reso- 
lute, which remains here for the use of the commission, 
and on Tuesday they hoisted the American flag over the 
hotel; the first appearance in this city of the glorious 
banner of our country since the beginning of the war. 
In front of the hotel the streets are patrolled by Span- 
ish soldiers as a guard of honor. So far the Americans 
have met nothing but American politeness from the Span- 
ish officers:

AMERICAN ORDNANCE. 

General Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, has received a 
detailed report from the Board of Ordnance Officers ap- 
pointed to meet at Montauk Point for the purpose of ob- 
taining information relative to the efficiency of our mod- 
ern ordnance as shown by the war with Spain. General 
Flagler is well pleased with the report of the Board. The 
officers who testified before it generally reported the 
modern ordnance and equipment as having given the “ut- 
most satisfaction.” This is especially true of the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle, which, although given severe tests, both 
at Santiago and Porto Rico, proved to be eminently sat- 
isfactory in every respect. In Santiago the tests to which 


this arm was submitted were especially hard. It rained 
constantly and metal rusts very rapidly in that climate, 
so that it was almost impossible to keep the rifles clean, 
Notwithstanding these adverse circumstances, the arm 
gave the greatest satisfaction to the troops and the re- 
sults are gratifying to ordnance officers. The Board re- 
ported that the field artillery was not given the desired 
trial at either Santiago or Porto Rico. It was expected 
and hoped by ordnance officers that this arm would be 
taken rapidly through the rough country and thus re- 
ceive the test of severe treatment. This was not done 





and although thorough firing tests of these guns have 
been made by ordnance officers, the field guns have never 
received a good trial in actual operations. As far as 


the report goes the new guns proved satisfactory. 

On the whole, the investigation of the Board hae been 
valuable to the Army. Many minor defects in the ord- 
hance were pointed out which General Fiagler’s De- 
partment will take immediate steps to rectify. 

The first 10-inch disappearing carriage, all round fire, 
has just been completed at Watertewn Arsenal, and is 
ready to ship to Galveston, Tex., for the forts there. The 
Watertown Arsenal is making two more of the eame 
character. The design is in general the same as the 
other disappearing carriages, except that it permits firing 
all around the horizon.

AN OLD SOLDIER'S OPINION. 


Waterbury, Conn., Sept. 27, 1898. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

It is true that the Volunteers have been ill-treated to 
a certain extent. The veterans of ‘61 never went 
through such a fuss, because at that time we could find 
more healthy men. Canned tomatoes mixed with chick- 


en that gave the diarrhea to all the boys, is a very bad 
food, yet we had that food three times a day for over 
eight days, with hard tack. Breakfast consisted of cold 
tomatoes and a half pint of coffee. At noon the same 
thing, except about three ounces of meat. Supper same 
as breakfast. That food was better than nothing. On 
rainy days we could not cook anything. For that eight 
days of tomatoes sickness got into the camp. Camp 
Haven, Niantic, Conn., had to be closed and the men 
sent home. The same tomatoes have brought the dis- 
ease into camp. When a man has nothing in his stom- 
ach he fills with water; consequently a breakdown. 

Volunteer Quartermasters do not know their business. 
They are appointed for political reasons to make all the 
money they can; Surgeon for same reason. All depart- 
ments were run by the so-called State Militia, who ab- 
solutely do not know how to go about it. The State 
military is a dead failure, because one week in camp is 
all humbug—a regular picnic. Little attention is paid 
to drill, if any; their officers are of no use to the country 
at large. A State Militia officer who does not care to 
fight for his country, and has a quarrel with the Presi- 
dent, will run to Washington and get a fat detail. 

A little advice to Congress: Put all the State camps 
in control of U. 8S. Regulars. This will do away with 
most of the trouble and wire-pulling. We should have 
soldiers of the right kind, not wind-mill drivers.

ITALY’S BUILDING PLAN. 

After years of practically no progress toward the jp. 
crease of her navy, Italy has begun again to build war. 
ships, and now has under way three new battleship, 
somewhat similar in design to the Iowa, but with legs 
protection and battery power. They are all to have 2 
knots speed, large steaming radius and powerful ep. 
gines. Their design shows that the Italian constructors 
have not lost the individuality which has so distinguisheg 
their navy in past years. 

These ships are 413.38 feet long between _perpendicy- 
lars; greatest breadth, 78.21 feet; draft, 27.06 feet, and 
12,765 tons displacement. Armor belt of nickel steel will 
enclose the whole ship to within a short distance of the 
stern, reaching 5.58 feet above and 3.61 feet below the 
water line. idships the armor will be 5.9 inches thick. 
decreasing toward the end to 1.97 inches. It reaches the 
gun deck, and protects the citadels forward and aft. The 
citadels are closed in by 9.84-inch bulkhead armor. T)y 
continuous armor deck varies from 1.57 to 3.15 inches. 
Two four-cylinder triple-expansion engines, with water. 
tube boilers, will develop 18,000 indicated horse power, 
giving the ship as of at least 20 knots. The normaj 
coal capacity is 1, tons, giving a radius of action of 
5,000 miles at 10 knote; but if necessary it can be ip- 
creased to double this amount. 

The armament consists of two 12-inch breech-loaders, 
ten 8-inch, sixteen 3-inch, eight 47-millimeter (1.9-inch), 
rapid-fire guns, and four torpedo tubes. ‘The 12-inch 
guns are aft, enclosed yy an armored turret 5.9 inches 
thick, in line of keel. Forward is a turret of the same 
thickness, enclosing two 8-inch guns. The remaining 
(eight) 8-inch guns are also placed in pairs, broadside, in 
revolving turrets, and capable of firing in line of keel, 

The above shows that these new ships have an in- 
crease in medium and small mer guns, the pro- 
tection of all guns, except the emall caliber, by turrets, 
and a preponderance of artillery fire aft over that for- 
ward. The necessity for the latter results from the su- 
perior epeed of these ships, by which the stern fire comes 
chiefly into play. 

The introduction of 8-inch instead of 6-inch quick-firing 
guns follows from the fact that although the former 
can be loaded only four times and the latter seven times 
per minute, in battle, and in shooting at a movable tar- 
get, it is hardly possible for the gunner to fire more than 
three times = minute, with any accurate aim, and the 
8-inch guns have far higher penetrating power. Similar 
reasons hold good for the 3-inch guns, in place of the 
57-millimeter (244-inch), quick-firing guns.

REMEMBER THE MIDSHIPMEN. 


The war being brought to a speedy and happy termi- 
nation, the pleasing duty of rewarding its heroes falls 
to the task of the American people. Nor is the nation 
niggardly in giving praise and honor to those who have 
vindicated its right to rule the Western Hemisphere. 
who have sacrificed health and life to show that patriot- 
ism is no idle boast of a united people.

The boys, ruddy-faced youngsters, prema- 
turely graduated from yO ee eager for service, act- 
ing as aides, where shot and shell fell thickest, holding 
“momongeer of trust that far older shoulders might have 
norne with less credit, Assistant Engineers in the broil- 
ing inferno of man-of-war engine rooms, let them feel 
that their services are not forgotten, but that they, too, 
in the small measure of their relative rank, shall receive 
substantial recognition! 

How can they best be rewarded? By granting them 
the height of their ambition, a commission in the great- 
est Navy of the greatest nation of the earth. In normal 
peace conditions, these cadets have two years’ cruising 
service afloat, before returning to Annapolis to stand 
their final examination for commissions. 

The present cadets, in four short months, have re- 
ceived such baptism of fire that they have acquired 
greater education in the art of war than ten years of 
idle cruising afloat could have imparted. Let, then, offi- 
cial red tape be for a moment loosened, and these prom- 
ising youthe be at once gratified with the receipt of their 
commissions, instead of waiting the customary twe 
years. Let them feel that the American nation delights 
to honor those upon whom the continued future glory of 
our Navy depends. Thus may they be etimulated to 
emulate the achievemente of a wey, a Schley, a Samp- 
son, and a Hobson. Give the boys a chance.

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THE OCTOBER MAGAZINES... 


Capt. Arthur H. Lee, R. N., British Military Attache, 
describes in “Scribner’s Magazine” what he saw of the 
Regulars at El Caney. As he tells us, El Caney has 
been somewhat neglected, and it is for this reason that 
we gave last week the full report of it furnished by our 
correspondent in Cuba, Capt. Marcotte. It is interesting 
to record Capt. Lee’s account of what he saw in connec- 
tion with the description by Capt. Marcotte. The British 
observer says: “However rare the absence of reconnais- 
sance in other directions, nothing could be more enter- 
prising or systematic than General Chaffee’s exploration 
of his own theatre of operations. In silent Indian fash- 
ion he explored the entire district, leaving his staff be- 
hind him and approaching so near to the Spanish pic- 
kets that the men could be heard talking over their sup- 
pers. “He was the only man in the Army to whom the 
network of bridle paths around El Caney was in any 
sense familiar.” Capt. Lee records many acts of daring 
witnessed by him at El Caney. Telling the story of 
Wansboro’s death he says: 

“Close in front of me a slight and boyish Lieutenant 
compelled attention by his persistent and_ reckless 
gallantry. Yhenever a man was hit he would dart to 
his assistance regardless of the fire that this exposure 
inevitably drew. Suddenly he sprang to his feet gazing 
intently into the village, but what he saw we never 
knew, for he was instantly shot through the heart and 
fell over backward clutching at the air. I followed the 
men who carried him to the road and asked them his 
name. ‘Second Lieutenant Wansboro, sir, of the Seventh 
Infantry, and you will never see his better. He fought 
like a little tiger.’ A few convulsive gasps and the poor 
boy was dead, and as we laid him in a shady spot by the 
side of the road the Sergeant reverently drew a hand- 
kerchief over his face and said, ‘Good-by, Lieutenant, 
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ou were a brave little officer, and you died like @ true 


viidier.’ Who would wish a better end?’

LAUNCH OF THE ILLINOIS. 


In the launch of the battleship Illinois at Newport 
News, Oct, 4, the Navy has the beginning of an import- 
ant addition to its strength. The launch was successful in 
every way, Miss Leiter saying in a clear and ringing 
voice, “I christen thee Illinois,” as she swung a bottle 
of real cham. against the battleship. In spite of the 
W. C. T. U., this was no cold water douche. The IIli- 
nois has a length on load water line of 368 feet; beam, 
extreme, 72 feet 2% inches; draught on normal displace- 





ment of 11,525 tons, 23 feet 6 inches; maximum displace-. 


ment, 12,325 tons; maximum indicated horse-power (esti- 
mated), 10,000; probable speed, 16% knots; normal coal 


supply, 800 tons; full bunker capacity, 1,400 to 1,500 
tons; complement of officers, 40; seamen, marines, etc., 
449. These data show that the necessity for speed which 
the experience of this war has forced upon us was not 
appreciated fully when the Illinois was designed. She 
represents the highest development of what even now 
must be considered the old American notions. 

In armament she is strikingly powerful. Four 13-inch 
guns in two turrets, placed in the center line; fourteen 
6-inch R. F. guns, sixteen 6-pounder, four 1-pounder, 
two Colt and two field guns, make a heavy battery. She 
will carry four torpedo tubes. The 13-inch guns have 
an are of fire of 270 degrees and the 6-inch an are of 90 
degrees onthe broadside, and those on the upper deck 
have a direct fire ahead and astern. 

The armor belt, which extends from the stem to abaft 
the after turret, is to be 16% inches thick at the top and 
4 inches thick at the bottom, tapering to four inches at 
the stem. The diagonal armor is 12 inches thick. The 
protective deck is carefully designed, being 2% inches on 
the flat, 3 inches on the slope forward and 4 inches abaft 
the turrets. The turret armor is 17 inches front and 15 
inches back and sides. The barbettes for the turrets 
will be 15 inches on the front and 10 inches on the rear 
and sides, and the casemate will have 5%-inch armor. 
Two conning towers are provided, one 7 x 11 feet, 10 
inches thick and one 6 feet diameter and 6 inches thick. 


The height of freeboard forward is 20 feet and at the 
peo og 13% feet.

The forward 13-inch guns will have 
feet, the after guns 19 feet, the 
6-inch guns from 15 to 22% feet, and the 6-pounders 
from to 40% feet above water. Smaller guns are 
mounted in the military tops at heights of from 59 to 79 
feet. All these dimensions indicate both seaworthiness 
and great fighting range. Four searchlights are provided. 
There will be two sets of triple-expansion, twin-screw 
engines, in separate water-tight compartments. The in- 
dicated horse-power will be about 10,000, with 120 revo- 
lutions per minute; stroke, 4 feet. There are eight single- 
ended cylindrical boilers, each 15% feet in diameter by 9 
feet 11% inches long, having a total grate surface of 
square feet, with 21,200 square feet of heating surface; 
pressure, 180 pounds. ese boilers are placed, two 
each, in four separate water-tight compartments, The 
smoke pipes are two, and stand abreast of each other. 
The rst keel plate of this vessel was laid Feb. 10, 
1897, not quite twenty months ago, and the work com- 
pleted to date is. between 53 and per cent. The price 
was $2, 000, and the date of completion is announced 
as Oct. 5, 1899. Her sister ship, the Wisconsin, will be 
launched from the eA shipyard next month, and 
another, the Alabama, wil) follow from the Union Iron 
Works, San Francisco.

A PHYSICIAN'S VIEW.

To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

In commenting upon my letter published in your issue 
of Oct. 1, you say: “It is within our own knowledge 
that some of our correspondent’s alleged facts are not 
facts, but we have not space to point out his errors, nor 
is it necessary, as our readers are sufficiently well in- 
formed to detect his erroneous statements.” 

It it were really the case that you knew some of my 
statemente to be erroneous, and had the evidence to 
prove them so, it assuredly would have been but com- 
mon courtesy to give me some intimation that thie was 
so, before publish my letter, and thus afford me the 
opportunity of correcting any error if euch existed. There 
was ample time for you to do this, as the proof of the 
article was sent to me and returned to you ten days be- 
fore it was published. 

As you did not do this, and as you yet thought fit to 
stigmatize my étatements as pairestogethd. it is now 
incumbent an you to specify precisely the points in 
which, you believe me to be in error. S fic statements 
cannot be met by vaguely alleging that some of the 
statements are unfounded, without indicating which of 
the statements are meant. Some of the assertions | 
made are widely known to be true; others, less widely 
known, yet rest on an equally good foundation of facts. 
If there are others, which are incorrect, it is assuredly 
your duty to enumerate them specifically and complete- 
ly. Otherwise you not only fail to enlighten those of 
your readers, who, like myself, believe my statements to 
be correct, but also, and more important, by making 
your accusation of inaccuracy 80 indefinite as to apply 
to any one of my propositions, you, however little you 
may intend it, cast a slur of doubt upon all of them, 
even upon those that so many of us know to be facts be- 
yond peradventure.

ALEXANDER DUANE. 

We do not propose to undertake the task of sustain- 
ing a negative proposition. Dr. Duane has made a series 
of positive affirmations, severely reflecting upon the ad- 
ministration of the Army. These are challenged, and ii 
is for him to prove them, and an opportunity offers to 
present his testimony to the Commission now assembled 
at Washington for the purpose of inquiring into this mat- 
ter. Our only object in publishing his communication 
was to assist in determining to what extent if any re 
form is required in Army methods. There is no doubt 
much truth in what he says, but his facts, as we said 
last week, are so presented out of their relations to oth- 
er and equally important facts as to convey an incorrect 
and unjust impression.

PALL MALL ON THE FOREIGN SDRVICES. 


“Pall Mall Magazine” for October has an interesting 
article by Mark Warren on “The Six Forces of Bu- 
rope,’ comparing the military, naval and mercantile 
strength of Russia, Germany, France, Austria and the 
United Kingdom (Great Britain). The statistics given 
are illustrated graphically by figures of men and ships. 
The yariations due to peace and war footing and the 
service considered are remarkable. Thus Muropean 
Russia, which is first with her army of 791,802 po ren 
and men on a peace footing, ‘s third in war, with 2,455,- 
uv, and Germany rises to first place with 3,000,000, Of 
course, this does not give the ultimate strength of Rus- 
sia. which can increase her force about one-half by 
levies from Asia. In population she is again first, wit 
106,114,559 inhabitants in Burope. In comparative drain 
upon be yn France is in the worst condition, requir- 
ing 14.28 soldiers from each 1,000 people, her great an- 
tagonist—Germany—coming next wit 11.20, In war 
the two countries maintain the same positions, with 


. 64.91 for France and 57.38 soldiers per 1,000 population 


for Germany. Other conditions reverse this standing 
for Germany, with 28.08 soldiers to one square mile in 
peace and 143.66 in war, stands before France, with 
26.75 and 122.49, respectively. 

To Americans the naval and mercantile ratios are 
more interesting. Of course, Great Britain, with 472 
ships of all grades, overtops all the others, France fol- 
lowing with 897, and the ps are larger the 
average displacement of battleships, being for Grant 
Britain, 11 tons; Russia, 10, tons; Italy, 9) 
tons; France, 9,725 tons, and Germany, 6,698 tons.

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A SENSIBLE REPORT. 
Washington, Oct. 1—Major General J. J. Coppinger 
his made the following report to the War Department: 
Headquarters of the 4th Army Corps, 
Camp Wheeler, Huntsville, Ala., 
September 27, 1898. 
To the Adjutant General of the United States Army, 

Washington. 

General: I have the honor to inclose the reports re- 
‘eived from division, brigade, and regimenta] command- 
‘ts of thie corps as to the quan and quality of sup- 
plies furnished the troops of this command by the sev- 
wah sta departments since the beginning of the war 
Wit Spain. 

Subsistence Department—In my judgment the quality 
of subsistence furnished by the Department was good, 
‘nd the quantity ample. The Regular troops lived well. 

The Volunteers in too many cases messed badly, but 
this was owing to the ignorance of in ienced officere, 
who did not know how to procure and care for the ra- 
ions, and the ignorance of cooks, who did not know how 
‘0 cook them. I have been especially impressed by the 
‘omfortable messing of Regular csoldiers close to my 
headquarters, while Volunteer troops in the adjoining 
field were subsisting on chunks of ill-cooked beef and 
vile biscuit—an excellent field oven lying neglected and 
‘nused elose by. To sum up, the Subsistence Depart- 
ent did well. The Volunteer troops in many cases suf- 
fered for want of wholesome food, because they did not 
‘tow how to handle the rations furnished. 
Quartermaster’s Department—Clothing, camp and gar- 
"ison equipment were sometimes of poor quality, the 
natural result of an effort to equip some 225.000 men, 
hen supplies had been Soepated for only 25,000. This 
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difficulty in su was much the lack of 
couwiones on ey ee of the ttle fresh from 
civil life, ignorant of the manner of sup- 


plying an army. At Tampa the difficulty 

creased by the crowded and congested condition existing 
aking ee railroad tracks and store houses scattered over 
the sands, 

In many cases the men eaffered from lack of clothing, 
when a good supply was on hand within five miles of 
their camps. The quality of team mules furnished by 
the Department was very The treatment they re- 
ceived In many instances was atrocious. Untrained and 
often brutal teamsters, without proper wagonmasters, 
serving under untrained imental quartermasters, 
amid the Tampa sandhills, under the burning sun, pro- 
duced the result that might be naturally expected— 
dead, dying and disabled mules. This was the natural 
outcome of a declaration of war without 
trains, trainmasters, or experienced regimental quarter- 
masters, who knew how to handle them. In my judg- 
ment, the horses furnished our cavalry were ; 

Clothing.—The United States clothing on hand at the 
declaration of war was good and satisfactory. Some 
of the clothing produced in the emergency was good, 
but some of the dark blue trousers and shirts were of 
,00r quality. On the whole, considering the cy, 

think no blame can be attached to the Quartermaster’: 
Department in this matter. The khaki clothing, the best 
service uniform we have ever had, is not satisfactory as 
yet. . It is of inferior quality, not well cut, I failed to 
py in the Quartermaster’s store house at Tampa a.sin- 
gle infantry coat large enough in the chest for a full- 
chested man, . 

Medical Department—While many complaints have 
been made concerning medical supplies, my experience 
with the 4th Corps leads me to believe that the urgeon 
General has accomplished an arduous task under very 
trying circumstances. It is difficult to provide a full ~ 
ply of medical stores when troops are ordered suddenly 
to many unexpected places, and when the movements are 
accompanied by serious outbreaks of sickness. This dif- 
ficulty was increased in many instances by the fact that 
most of the regimental, brigade and division surgeons 
were entirely new to military work. I am well satis- 
fied that the Surgeon General worked admirably to sup- 

ly my ores, and was @bly assisted by Chief Surgeon 
Robert M. O’Reilly, to whose ability aud energy I feel. 
on behalf of my troops, deeply indebted. 

Ordnance Department.—At the outbreak of the trou- 
ble with Spain we had about 24,500 men, infantry, well 
supplied with arme, but short of ammunition. A few 
days after we were called on to ae for the field some 
225,000 mers—simply an impossibility in the time allowed. 


* We placed many of these men in the ranks short of car- 


tridges, short of cartridge belts, armed with muskets of 
antique pattern, interesting in a museum, but out of 
place in a modgern battle. For this I have no_ blame 
whatever to attach to the Chief of Ordnance. He was 
simply given an impossible task. yery respectfully.

THE CAMPAIGN IN PORTO RICO. 


In the Field, Sept. 18, 1898, 

All are regarded as heroes, except those who came here. 
They have done more work with greater results than 
elsewhere, with far less loss; but the American people 
want a killing always. The New York “Herald” says the 
campaign was a strategical success, but has not the in- 
terest attached to that at Santiago. The rule of war is 
success with minimum losses, but for the American peo- 

le success with enor 4 losses is preferred. This island 
is not a paradise, as the long marches by our troops in 
intense heat, or heavy rains, will attest; nor is it a health 
resort, as a sick report of 2,000 men in about 10,000 will 
show. There are over 200 typhoid cases, 160 in two or- 
ganizations, and there is no recuperative power in the 
climate. Over 200 are down with diarrhoea, nearly 300 
with malaria, and 1,300 others are suffering from various 
forms of fever. Troops in a tropical climate will suffer 
and do; those here most uncomplainingly. Full 
should be given them, and they should not be deprived 
of any due them and made to suffer. 

It is the feeling of all troops that if we do not receive 
public recognition and commendation it is not because 
of any fault of our own. It is hardly fair to class us with 
those who stayed at home, even though they did their 
duty, No reference is made to the heroes of Porto Rico, 
and those of us who have made long and exhaustive 
marches in the heat, drenched in the rain, lain under dog 
tents, in the heat and tropical downpour, weak from 
disease, and the enervating climate, with hardly strength 
to drag ourselves about, do not believe we should have 
the “cold official shoulder”—of silence—as a punishment 
for others. Had not skilful dispositions and marches been 
made, we could have had an American killing to suit 
the popular clamor, but it is hardly fair to condemn us 
because we cannot show a long death roll, any more than 
the Navy. which had scarcely any loss of life. We should

ARMY TRANSPORT AT SBA. 


In July, as we stated at the time, Adml, Sampson sug- 
gested to the Navy Department that our Government 
should follow the English practice in distributing the 
labor and responsibility in combined movements of land 
and sea forces. A memorandum was prepared immedi- 
ately by the Bureau of Navigation in which reference is 
made to the Admiralty regulations, the same that we 
quoted in the “Army and Navy Journal” Aug. 27. The 
memorandum has just been published and is as follows:

Washington, D. C., Ju 1808. 

Memorandum for the Chief of Bureau of avigation. 

The ax ety cablegram was received to-day from 
Rear Admiral William T. Sampson, U. 8. N., command- 
ing North Atlantic fleet: 

“In view of the close relations of the Army and Nay 
which must exist in such operations as the present, aad 
to avoid friction, specific regulations governing the com- 
bined action of the two services are nece ._ I would 
recommend the adoption at once of the ‘English la- 
tions on this ~~ ae including transport eervien, which 
exist in full detail. Their experience has been far larger 
than that of any other power, and I think their methods 
would be perfectly adaptable to ourselves. If their reg- 
wations for combined action are not in the Department, 
would suggest asking for them at once, through our 
Naval Attaché.” 

In looking up information covering the subject of the 
above cablegram, | am not able to find in the office of 
the Naval Intelligence any publication relating to the 
regulations covering the combined action of the two ser- 
vices. In consequence of this, | would suggest that a 
cablegram be at once sent to our Naval Attaché at Lon- 
don, to forward these regulations to the Department, if 
possible to do so. 

From the a Regulations and Admiralty In- 
structions for the Government of Her Majesty’s Naval 
Service, 1893,” it is evident that the transport service is 
in charge of the naval branch of their government. 

ge 479, under chapter 30, Article it states as fol-

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


In Sir Herbert Kitchener’s late campaign in Dgypt the 
forces Were concentrated at Wad Hamed on the west 
pank of the Nile, opposite the island of Meniat. The con- 
centration was practically effected by water transport; 
fourteen steamers, many barges, and several hundrede 
of native craft being employed, but some troops, said to 
eonsist of 500 Europeans, 300 natives and 1,000 animals, 
were sent by land from Atbara, a distance of 120 miles. 
Owing to the overflow of the Nile, and marshes being 
formed, the route traversed was 18 miles longer. The 
difficulty of finding the road, the thick ecrub, and ab- 


sence of moonlight rendered it inadvisable to march by 
night, consequently marches by day had to reso: 

to, and men and animals suffered greatly from the in- 
tense heat. There were several cases of sunstroke, but 
only two deaths occurred; the casualties among the ani- 
mals were not large. Taking into consideration, sayé 
the “Army and Navy Gazette,” that it was a_ maiden 
march of troops who had only just arrived from Cairo af- 
ter eight days’ voyage by boat and rail, the performance 
may be considered as satisfactory. The march was ac- 
complished in seven days, including one day’s rest at 
Magawieh, and the following are the distances traveled 
and camps occupied: Aug. 16, Mokabrat, 17 miles; 17, 
Kittyab, 27 miles; 18, Mukaneh, 17 miles; 19, Magawieh, 
18 miles; 20, rest, Magawieh; 21, Abu crew, 17 miles; 
22? Basabier, 24 miles; 23, arrived in camp, 18 miles’ 
march. ‘The correspondent of our contemporary seems 
to think it worthy of especial mention “that men under 
twenty-four years of age appeared to have sustained the 
fatigues of the long journey under euch trying circum- 
stances as were experienced on this march better than 
the old soldiers.” n this country we should look upon 
young men of good physique as especially well fitted for 
the fatigues of a march. 

The English are not entirely pleased with Wei Hai 
Wei, the harbor they took from the Chinese. It has 
great strategical advantages as-the guarding fortress on 
one side of the entrance to the gulf of Pechihli, but the 
site is objectionable on many accounts. The depth over 
a large portion of the harbor does not reach feet at 
low water. The Centurion, the British flagship on the 
station, draws 25 feet 6 inches, and the Victorious 2 feet 
more. There is a depth of five fathoms near the en- 
trance, but vessels lying in that position would be ex- 


posed to hostile attack from the sea, as would the soli 
tary site on which an arsenal could be constructed ad- 


vantageo . Landwarde it is not stro though only 
a 8 mareh from Chefoo, where the French landed 
in 1 and the Ja 


ese in 189. To peapate it againet 
an attack from this quarter a formidable system of for- 
tifications would be necessary. 

The Wnglish are og, mange of the pespuemnanes of 
the Powerful on the ese station, both in special 
trials and in a run from Wei Hai Wei to Yokohama. 
‘The vessel was ordered to run at 5,000, 8,500, 12,000 and 
18,000 horse power, the best coal consumption ng at 
the last named power, 1.98 Ibs. of coal per indicated 
horse power per hour, this amount including all purposes 
as well as the main engines. On July 29 the vessel com- 
pleted a 24-hours’ fast run, accomplishing a distance of 
472 miles, which gives a mean speed of nearly 20 knots. 
Considering that this had to be done in a tropical tem- 
perature, and with the ordinary coal picked up on the 
station. this was not bad. For a part of the 24 hours the 
engines were run at over 22, indicated 
horse power. This seeme to have taken place during 
the run to Yokohama, 1,200 miles, in sixty-seven hours, 
or about 18 knots speed on the average. During this 
run the veseel at times made 22 knots. 

The remarkable cheapness with which the Italians 
maintain a large army is not always obtained by judi- 
cious means. In a late march, says a Milan paper, “S80 
horses were unable to continue the march on account of 
sore backs and severe lameness. Many others showed 
inability to bear even moderate fatigue, and there be- 
ing several steep hills on the way, the troopers, seeing 
the weakness of their horses, unsaddled and carried the 
eaddles themselves.” This occurrence led to the surprie- 
ing disclosure that the weakness of Italian cavair 
horses is oy caused by lack of food. A cavalry offi- 
cer writes that the animals often have to do long and 
tiring work without finding in their food compensation 
for the strength expended. 

The Russian maneuvers this year represented an at- 
tack on St. Petersburg from the direction of Finland, 
the invading army being supported by a fleet in the Neva. 
The defenders, forced to cross over to the left bank of 
the river, took possession of all means of river transport 
for the double purpose of eH them, and of prevent- 
ing the enemy from doing 60. he Northern army had 
eight torpedo boats and the Southern force six. The 
first encounter took place in the Gulf of Finland, result- 
ing in the retreat of the defenders to the Neva. On the 
second day there was a naval combat and on the third
